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GRAVE THREAT TO 
YISHUYV 


Citrus Trade in Jeopardy 
CASE FOR GOVERNMENT AID 


Our Jerusalem correspondent, in a message delayed in 
transit, reported that a proposal had been made that the 
Palestine Government should purchase the crop of the 
citrus groves this year at the price of £P.5 a dunam (or 
£P.20 an acre), representing about half the value of the 
entire crop, or serve as an intermediary in the marketing 
of the season's fruit, A resolution to this effect was passed 
by a meeting in Jaffa of 1,600 Jewish and Arab growers. 
Hope was atso aroused by Lord Woolton’s announcement 
at the beginning of December that oranges would be 
excluded from the ban imposed on imported fruits into 
England because of the need to conserve shipping space. 

An idea of the tremendous difficulties facing the citrus trade 
may be gained from the export figures for the year up to 
May. 1940, before Italy had entered the war and had thus 
avected the war position in the Mediterrancan 

By the end of May, 1940, citrus exports had consisted of 
6,448,608 cases of orangés valued at £P.1,641,750 and 987,528 
cases of grapefruit valued at £P.224,197, compared with 
13.055.700 cases of ‘oranges valued at £P.3,865,376 and 
7,066,833 of grapefruit valued at £P.945,148 by the end of May, 
1939. The bulk of ‘last season's consignments went to the 
United Kingdom. which took 4,559,962 cases of oranges and 
$36,032 of grapefruit. The other largest purchasers of Palestine 
citrus fruit were Holland, Belgium, and Sweden 

[his season (1941), in spite of rumours of promises that the 
Government would help in the export of citrus frum, and a 
hope that the New Delhi economic conference. would at least 
lead to an increase of the intake of Palestinian frunt by India 
and other Eastern countries, the position is very much worse. 


Plea to the Government 


Comment made on the situation in many quarters may be 
summed up in a quotation from the South African Z1ontst 
Recorp, which, mn the course of a leader, says: 

‘ The Palestine citrus Scason is under way, but there ts still 
no news of any effective measure on the part of the authorities 
to prevent its complete collapse. The Palestinian Government 
has rejected the proposal of the planters that mt buy the entire 
crop and arrange for tts shipment Negotiations have since 
been opened with the Imperial Government 

“ The economy of Palestine is so bound up with the health 
of citriculture, and the outlook of this branch of agriculture 
is so desperate, that a veritable catastrophe threatens if tar- 
reaching Wid its not rapidly forthcoming Such an, to be 
efficacious, can take the form only of purchase of the whole or 
the greater part of the crop by the Government. For this 
step the people of Palestine, Jews and Arabs alike, have been 
Pleading for months past. It would constitute no departure trom 
the established policy of the British Government. South Africa 
and Palestine’s own neighbours, Egypt and Cyprus, are only a 
few of the countries that have benefited in the past year by 
such comprehensive purchases by the British Government of one 
or more of their staple products. Palestine can surely make 
out no less impressive a case for the purchase of its citrus crop.

MR. ROOSEVELT AND THE NAZIS 


Leaders Plan Anti-Jewish “ Reprisals ”’ 


The Nazis’ rage against the pro-British speeches of 
President Roosevelt and his steps to give war aid t& Britain 
has led to a new crusade against the German Jews. Leading 
Nazis now declare that there is no longer any necessity 
for Germany to placate public opinion in America by 
withholding extreme anti-Jewish measures, and that the 
process of extermination of Jewry in the countries under 
German control should now be intensified. The Nazis, 
of course, pretend to hold the American Jews largely re- 
sponsible for President Roosevelt's policy, and they seem 
determined to “ retaliate” by making their own Jews suffer. 

But they will be hard put to it to discover new means of 
persecution—imprisonment, maltreatment, starvation have 
already been used to the full.

NAZISM IN S. AFRICA 
After Hertzog’s Resignation 


WHOLE-HOG JEW-BAITING 
PROGRAMME 


[From a Correspondent} 


The political divagations of General Hertzog will set a 
pretty problem in interpretation to the future historian. 

When Hertzog left the United Party (Government) after 
his defeat on the war issue in September, 1939, he began 
to slide down the slippery path of pro-Nazism with increas- 
ing momentum. He not only condemned South Africa's 
declaration of war, but, like the anti-Semite Dr. Malan. 
whitewashed Hitler in addition. He was not content with 
merely demanding a republic, he went to the length of 
pronouncing democracy to be defunct, adding that those 
who opposed a “New Ordér™ in Europe would. have to 
give way. 

Then, with astonishing suddenness, on top of one of his 
worst pronunciamientos before the Reunited Nationalist 
Party Congress, he resigned from the. Party on principle, 
and later gave up his seat in Parhament. He declared 
that he could not agree toa political programme which 
gave the Englishman less than equality with the Afrikaner 
His lavish sops to the “ Malanazi” Cerberus had not 
availed. His leadership was undermined by intrigue. By 
resigning, the old Afrikaner leader saved his soul. 

It may be left to the historian to decide to what extent the 
resignation was due to principle and to what extent to personal 
pique More important is the question of how the imternal 
political situation will be affected by Hertzea’s flight into the 
wilderness. 

Smuts and Malan 


The union of Hertzoe’s followers with the Malanites had 


created a most powerful Opposition Party Ihe latter thought 
they could wear down General Smuts'’s Government in a com- 
paratively short time Though the dangers were very real 


at the beginning, before Smuts proved his mastery of the 
Opposition both in and out of Parlament, many people, never- 
theless, felt that there was hope in the restraining imfluence 
that men lke Havenga and even Hertzog, who continued to 
set his face against racism, would have on the less responsible 
section of the Malanttes 

In other words, tt was belheved that although the Opposition 
was immeasurably stronger than before, tts anti-Jewrsh ten- 
dencies would be curbed Despite these pious hopes the 
Malanites did not refrain from attacking the Jews whenever 
they saw fit. Now that Hertzog and Havenega have been 
jettisoned from the Party and forced out of Parliament the 
Position has become crystallised, 


The Nazi Model 


The Government is stronger to-day than ever. General Smuts 
and Mr. Hofmeyr have openly declared that they are quite 
confident of the result of a General Election, but that only 
war conditions made an election undesirable at the moment 
The split in so-called Afrikanerdom has undoubtedly weakened 
the Opposition, but at the same time the difference between 
the Government Party and the Nationalists on the Jewish tssue 
has become painfully clear. The Opposition is avowedly anti- 
Semitic on the Nazi model. Here are facts and pointers: 

In the Transvaal the Reunited Party ofhicially excludes Jews, 
and the branches in the other Provinces are being persuaded 
to adopt the same policy. Further anti-Jewish «eneasures dis- 
cussed at the Transvaal Congress held recently (and possibly 
decided upon already in secret) are: 

(a) Restriction of privileges of Jews in regard to the posses- 
sion of fixed property, professional licences, etc:: (b) exclusion 
of Jews and Asiatics from key positions, and from executive 
capacities in Civil Service or in State-supported bodies. 

Mr. Pirow’s proposal for a New Order (Nazi style) and the 
adoption of a “ Christian "-National-Socialistic basis of policy 
were referred to the Federal Council of the Party ('Christian”™- 
National-Socialistic means anti-Jewish, anti-British, Fastist).

said: “1 wish it could have been 1,000 times as large.” 

The cheque was given by the Belgian Government. M. Gutt 
said that he hoped that in the near future he would be able 
to make another contribution from the Belgian people 

Lord Beaverbrook, in his reply, expressed the hope that 
M. Gutt's son, who joins the R.A.F. this week, would have an 
opportunity of flying one of the aeroplanes. The Belgians, 
he added, would choose the names of the planes. 

M. Gutt, who ts a Jew, is himself a civilian pilot. He has 
two other sons, one in the Beigian Army, the other at a public 
school. During his political career—he is 56 years of age— 
M. Gutt has been thrice Minister of Finance.

NAZI CONTROL AT HUYTON CAMP 


Alarming Allegations 
VICTIMISATION BY TRUCULENT HUNS 


“On the notorious camp at Huyton, near Liverpool, a 
good deal has been written at one time and another,” says 
a writer in the SpecTATOR, “ but too little has been said 
about the combination of cruelty and folly involved in in- 
terning a minority of anti-Nazi refugees—almost all of them 
placed by their tribunals in the C class—with a blatant and 
defiant Nazi majority. I hope some searching questions will 
be put to the Home Secretary about this when Parliament 
reassembles, for there is ample evidence that gross intimi- 
dation on the part of the Nazis is going on.” 

Alleged details of the Nazi activity at Huyton are contained 
in the latest issue of the Hetpinc Hanp, the bulletin issued 
by the Youth Relief and Refugee Council. It states that about 
200 Category A: Nazis are now at the camp. The genuine 
refugees | anti-Nazis now number about 65. The Nazis 
claim the protection of the Swiss Consulate and are under 
the leadership of an internee named Guenther, who has set 
himself up as “* Camp-Fiihrer.." He and other Nazis have, it 
is added, taken control of A.R.P., the canteen, kitchen, etc., 
and have introduced a compulsory labour service. 

“ The plight of the anti-Nazis in this Nazi-controlled camp, 
says the Bulletin, “is a terrible one. Formerly those who 
were destitute received welfare money amounting to Is. or 2s. 
per week. This has stopped. The lectures, classes, sports— 
every means they had of making an already difficult life casier 
—have, since this worsening of their conditions, been denied 
to them. 

“ The Commandant has approved of the Nazis’ ‘ Lagerord- 
nung’ (camp rules), and at the time of writing nothing has 
been heard in answer to the demand of the anti-Nazis for 
separation from the Nazis. Soon after Goenther had set him- 
self up as Camp Fiihrer, it was discovered that full details of 
ALL the internees had been passed on to him.” 


It is also alleged that those who have done their best to 
strive for an improvement of conditions have apparently been 
put on a black list. The genuine refugee group includes 
Austrian Monarchists, Social Democrats supported by Trans- 
port House relief organisations, Communists, Jewish internees 
with no political opinions, and even refugees who have applied 
for release on the ground that they can prove that they have 
worked actively against the Nazis over a period of years and 
are actively in support of Britain. 

“When inquiries were made at the Home Office,”’ the report 
concludes, “the reply received stated that Huyton was a Nazi 
camp. If one remembers the composition of this group and 
then sees this reply, one cannot help remembering the reply 
given in answer to the question: *‘ Who were on board the 
Arandora Star? We were then told, * Only Nazis. ” 


ENROLLING ALIEN “WOMEN 


Professional Register Planned 


Plans to enrol alien female labour in support of the war 
effort are now rapidly taking shape. One attempt to find 
work for numbers of these women is being made by the 
International Federation of Business and _ Professional 
Women which is forming international women’s service 
groups, finding a cultural centre for them, planning to com- 
pile a classified professional register of its non-British 
members, making a survey both of those anxious to give 
their services and of those willing to be trained or retrained. 
It wishes to co-operate with the British authorities and 
with people willing to help in finding work. 

At a meeting convened by the Federation, Miss Eleanor 
Rathbone, M.P., suggested that some of the women might serve 
their own nationals in Britain, as British women serve the 
British fighting services. The meeting was also addressed by 
Miss Serle, of the International Labour Board of the Ministry 
of Labour. 

It was announced this week, at a meeting of the newly formed 
International Women's Service Group, that a number of labour 
exchanges for forcign women are to be opened. There ts 
already an exchange for Polish women. 

As already announced, women aliens have now been declared 
eligible for the A.T.S. The age limits are from 18 to’ 42, and 
volunteers should be able to speak English well. In the first 
instance a permit must be obtained from the Ministry of 
Labour. and references from two responsible persons of British 
nationality will be required All enrolment forms will be sent 
to the War Office for consideration, and there will normally 
be an interval of about a month between the filling in of the 
enrolment papers and enlistment. 

Many of the three thousand alien women now in internment 
camps may soon be released to join the A.T.S. The War 
Office, the Jewish Telegraphic Agency declares, is now con- 
sidering allowing German and Austrian women similar facilities 
to those now available to male internees: who volunteer tor 
the Pioneer Corp: 

Taking all the ‘internees together so far, 9.000 have been 
released under the various categories. About 1,700 have joined 
the Pioneer Corps. About 7.000 applications have been rejécted, 
and there still remain 11,000 internees whose cases will have 
to be dealt with by the Home Office. Some of these will come 
before the tribunals set up to consider-the release of interned 
aliens, while a few are avowed Nazi supporters, and the re- 
mainder are merchant seamen, who are not eligible for release. 


FIRE-FIGHTING ENLISTMENT 
Curfew May Be Relaxed 


It is stated that the police authorities may be prepared 
to relax the strict curfew restrictions on friendly aliens 
so that they may volunteer for fire-fighting patrols in 
their own district. 

Aliens are likely to be given a permit to enable them to be 
absent from their homes during the present curfew hours, 
which are from midnight to 6 a.m. So long as they patrol in 
the vicinity of their present addresses, this period may be 
shortened, or abolished altogether. 

Patrols. composed exclusively of aliens are not likely to be 
Permitted ; they will act in company with British men or women. 

The Manchester Youth Relief and Refugee Council has 
epened an Emergency Service Bureau for the purpose of 
nepptering all young refugees who wish to do some type of 
useful part-time work for the relief of air-raid distress. One 
possible form of service contemplated is the provision of enter- 
tainment in shelters and rest centres. 


SENT TO HOLLOWAY PRISON 
Refugee Girl’s Strange Treatment 


An allegation that a young refugee Jewess of good 
character ts now in Holloway Prison, after spending a 
fortnight in Strangeways Gaol, Manchester, and will prob- 
ably remain there indefinitely before being sent to the Isle 
of\Man, is made in a letter fo the MANCHESTER GUARDIAN 
frotm-Mr. J. Stanley Perkins, Hon. Secretary of the Man- 
chester and Salford Council of Christian Congregations. 

She left Germany, the writer states, because the Gestapo, 
having urged her fiancé to break off their engagement, made 
it impossible for her to continue her work as a pianoforte 
teacher. “ She came to England and became a_ cook-house- 
keeper with an English family in the Manchester district, where 
she gave no grounds for suspicion, and the advisory tribunal 
had previously confirmed her certification as a friendly alien. 
The local police, on instructions from the Home Office, searched 
her rooms for incriminating letters, and, finding none, returned 
the harmless letters they had seized. 

‘This case,” the letter concludes, “ would appear to bear 
out some of the criticism offered in the House of Commons 
recently, and it seems that, in spite of Ministerial assurances 
that a more enlightened policy would be adopted, the changed 
attitude is not yet adequately reflected in the actions of some 
of those who should be most concerned to put it into effect.”

CANADIAN JEWS’ HOSPITALITY 
Help for Refugee Travellers 


[From a Correspondent) 


Canadian Jewry has been doing splendid work for the 
evacuees and refugees from Europe. British subjects seeking 
a haven in Canada for the duration of the war are classed 
as evacuees, and all others are refugees. 

The Jewish Immigrant Aid Society (“ Jias "), with head- 

uarters in Montreal, assists all Jews who wish to come to 
anada, of transients en route to other parts of America 
or the East. The work now involves meeting all at 
the port of arrival and rendering every possible assistance, 
such as giving necessary informafion as to the best mode .of 
travel, food, clothing, or money, and most of all personal con- 
tact and encouragement. This service is carried from point to 
point, if necessary right. across the continent, so that no want 
is overlooked. 

On the Eve of Rosh Hashana, for example, a ship arrived 
unheralded at an eastern port with over 100 Jewish passengers. 
Most of the officials of the “ Jias"’ were at the Synagogue 
services and only one Jewish lady was available. All she could 
do was to see the arrivals safely on the train and provide them 
with bread and cheese. She then advised the next aaportant 
stopping place that the train would reach there at 3.30 a.m 
Ihe Jewish Community of the town was out to meet them 
with various comforts. The conductor of the train also had 
wired ahead that there was a shortage of fruit and milk for the 
children, so that these should be available in the morning when 
an extended stop was made by arrangement with the railway 
officials. 

The “ Jias is in communication with all parts of Europe 
not under German rule, and never relaxes its endeavours to 
assist the persecuted Jews In addition, the United Retugee 
and War Relief Agencies. organised under the exgis of the 
Canadian Jewish Congress, take care of British Jewish evacuces 
and work in close co-operation with the Canadian National 
Committee for Refugees. All evacuece problems are co-ordinated 
and cover such fields as housing, clothing, education, and 
employment. . The financial problems have been met entirely 
by the Canadian Jewish Community, but negotiations are now 
in progress with the Federal Government and National Advisory 
Board to have them assume. these obligations. 


Jewish internees in Canada are being materially and morally 
assisted by the United Jewish Refugee and War Relief Agencies 
Following the organisations’ efforts, the internees have now 
poe pert to send letters without the stigma of “ Prisoner of 

ar.

CAREERS ADVICE . 
School Certificate Concessions 


The Board of Education has issued a memorandum to 
local education authorities this week in which are 
announced concessions to candidates for the School Certi- 
ficate and Higher School Certificate examinations in 1941. 

No abbreviation or reduction in standard of the syllabuses 
is called for, but a wider choice of questions will given 
so that candidates who, from unavoidable causes, have been 
unable to cover the whole ground may yet have ample oppor- 
tunity of showing their proficiency. Preparation for the 1941 
examinations has been hampered by war conditions, and in 
some cases much time has been spent in shelters. Schools may 
submit statements of their special difficulties to the Secretary 
of the examining 

Examining bodies already make a practice of inviting schools 
to submit the results of school records of the candidates, and 
it is clearly desirable (says the Board) that special attention 
should be given to such records at a time when abnormal cir- 
cumstances may hamper or interrupt the conduct of formal 
written examinations. 

The methods for conducting the examinations for admission 
to secondary and junior technical schools in 1941 will be the 
same as in 1940. Suggestions have been made for lightening 
the amount of work thrown upon education authorities in 
reception areas, whose staffs have already been depleted. 


It is understood that a country-wide survey of the position 
of teachers has just been made. Many of the younger teachers 
have, of course, joined thé Forces, and in some urban areas 
a shortage of teachers has resulted through the evacuation of 
teachers with the children. Therefore, former women teachers 
who had to give up their jobs on getting married are now 
pain yeti alled, as are many older men teachers who had already 
reture

ARAB-JEWISH HARMONY 
DEVELOPING 


Joint Cultural Efforts 


[From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM) 


Instances of the growing desire for Arab-Jewish co- 
Operation continue to multiply. Here are some more: 

Mohammed Bey Khairat, Egyptian Consul-General in Jerusa- 
lem, told the Pa.tesrine Post, in an interview, that religion, 
which was an issue for the individual conscience, ought not 
to influence relations between two such closely related peoples 
as the Arabs and Jews, and called attention to the past epochs 
of their harmonious relationships and joint cultural efforts. 

There are several Arab students at the Hebrew University 
for the present winter term. Aref Bey el Aref, District Officer 
at Beersheba, was invited to deliver some guest-lectures at the 
University on Beduin customs 

A prominent Arab writer and historian, Ribhi Effendi Kamal, 
lectured in Hebrew at a “ Living Newspaper " arranged by the 
Tel-Aviv Jewish Journalists’ Association recently. He dwelt 
on Islam as a democratic force and traced its fundamental 
repugnance to Nazism, and concluded with a stirring appeal 
to the Arab and Jewish peoples to unite in fighting the com- 
mon dangerous enemy who sought the extermination of the 
Semitic race. His lecture, delivered in faultless Hebrew, 
received a prolonged ovation from a large audience. 

Ap Diraa, Jaffa Arabic daily, reports that when the explosion 
occurred in the s.s, Patria in Haifa harbour, volunteers were 
called for among Arab boatmen and stevedores at Jafla to heip 
in the rescue and salvage operations, and the number required 
was speedily enrolied, One Arab boatman was injured during 
the rescue work and was treated at the Hadassah Hospital. 


FOSTERING TRADE WITH 
TURKEY 


Joint Jewish-Arab Company 


It is understood that a joint Jewish-Arab company is shortly 
to be established in Palestine, reports the Jewish Telegraphic 
Agency, to foster trade relations between Palestine and Turkey. 
The company will have a share capital of £30,000. 

According to Haaretz, the Turkish Government is rcady to 
extend its full support to the scheme. 


Following a conference of the German Settlers’ Association 
in Palestine recently, Dr. Felix Rosenblueth was elected its 
President. The conference decided to convert the Association 
into a political body. 

An illustrated botanical monograph in Hebrew, “ Thesaurus 
Plantarum Terrace Eretz Israel,’ the work of Dr. Ephraim and 
Hanna Hareubeni, lecturer and head of the Hebrew University’s 
Museum of Biblical Botany, has been published in Jerusalem. 
The monograph, which deals with the characteristic flora of 
Palestine, is the first of its kind to be published. It is 
dedicated to Judge Julian W. Mack and Mr. Emanuel Loew. 


Excavations of the third wall of Jerusalem are continuing 
under the auspices of the Hebrew University. Professor 
Sukenik and Professor Mayer announce that they have dis- 
covered a further section of the wall, as well as another tower 
150 metres from the old excavation. The wall, which begins 
at the Swedish School, continues in a straight line for 750 
metres. 


The Tel-Aviv Hebrew daily, Davar, is preparing for the 
ress a Hebrew translation of a combined biography and auto- 
iograpny of Winston Churchill, described as “the most 
dynamic Englishman of the 20th century.” 


The Tel-Aviv Municipality has awarded the Bialik Prizes 
for the Jewish year S701 to two authors. That for literature

PALESTINE’S FIRST NIGHT 
AIR RAID 


No Casualties and No Damage 


For the first time a night raid was carried out by enemy 
‘planes over Palestine last week-end. Several bombs were 
dropped on waste land in South Palestine. There were no 
casualties or damage. 

On the following night enemy aeroplanes attempted another 
raid but did not succeed in crossing the coast. 

The alarm was sounded in Gaza, Tel-Aviv, and Haifa. 7 

Haifa had an air-raid alarm of twenty minutes’ duration 
some days earlier. No bombs were dropped, however, and 
no hostile aircraft was observed. 


“STRIKES DISTURBING WAR EFFORT” 
Economic Criticism 


Mr. Geoffrey Walsh, Economic Adviser to the Palestine

INDUSTRIAL AND AGRICULTURAL 
PROGRESS 
Big Contract Awarded 


The Haifa Labour Contracting Bureau, which 1s affiliated 
to the Sole! Bonch, has been awarded the contract of £66,000 
for the construction of the new Haifa Town Hall, for which 
the Palestine Government has made a grant of £P.50,000. 
The work is expected to alleviate considerably urban unem- 
ployment in this area. For the time being, only part of the 
plans will be proceeded with, owing to the higher war-time 
cost of materials. 

Orders for Palestinian (mainly Jewish) industrial products 
booked during the year ending September 30, 1940, amaunited 
to £P.100,000, of which £P.60,000-worth were delivered. During 


October, orders from Egypt and South Africa amounted to 
£P.12,000. 


Increased Egg Production 


Two hundred representatives from about 125 settlements and 
farms atten a)recent meeting in Tel-Aviv of the Associa- 
tion of Jewish Potttey_ Farmers. It was stated that hens 
counted on Jewish farms numbered 400,000 by the end of 
September, as against 425,000 and 355,000 in the two pre- 
ceding years respectively. Egg-production totalled 64,000,000 
for the year, as against 55,900,000 in the previous two years. 
Workers’ communal settlements accounted for 40,100,000 of last 
years total. 


The annual conference of Jewish chemists held in Tel-Aviv 
was attended by 43 delegates from all over the country. Professor 
Boptelsky said it would not be long before essential chemicals 
could be manufactured in Palestine. The conference set up a 
committee to advise industry with regard to raw materials and 
on the exploiting of metals for war materials. 


In connection with the opening of the permanent exhibition 
of local industry at Tel-Aviv, a Palestine Produce Guide has 
been published by the Pro-Palestine Products Central Com- 
mittee. The guide will give information on the. products of 
Palestinian industry and provide a link between the customer 
and the manufacturer. There are 1,096 individual firms 
mentioned. 


New Buildings in Jewish Settlements 


The sum of £87,500 is to be spent during the Jewish calendar 
year S701 on new buildings in Jewish settlements, mostly on 
land belonging to the Keren Kayemeth, reports Palcor. These 
buildings will-be erected under the guidance of the Technical 
Department of the Jewish Agency, with funds to be supplied 
mainly out of the revenues of the Keren Hayesod. 


The new buildings will consist of 2,427 dwelling-houses. 
(including 790 flats), 17 communal buildings, 130 farm buildings, 
and huts for the present occupiers of tents. 


_ Following the decision of the Government to grant a loan 
for the purpose of stimulating agricultural production, the 
Executive of the Jewish Agency has decided to make an 
additional grant, which will be allocated for the transfer of 


1,000 unemployed labourers into mixed farming settlements for 
at least one year. 


COST-OF-LIVING INCREASE 


Figures collated by the Jewish Agency's Statistics Department 
at Jerusalem show that from August, 1939, to October, 1940, the 
rise in the cost of living for Jewish workers’ families was on 
average 24.5 per cent. for the whole country, the divisional 
distribution being: Tel-Aviv, 25.7; Haifa, 25.3; and Jeru- 
salem, 19.9, 

The Department's index is based on a family of four indivi- 
duals spending £P.10.653 (about £10 13s. Id.) a month, and 
comprises food, clothing and footwear, rent and taxes, electricity, 
household utensils, medicines, education and culture, donations, 
travelling, and aid for distressed relatives. . 


The sum of £P.120,000 is sought by the Voluntary Emergency 
Tax Campaign in order to provide relief for the Yishuv’'s 
unemployed, build shelters and assist civil defence measures, 
maintain emergency medical services, lay in food stocks, and 
balance the educational budget, for the present Jewish calendar 
year.

TAX IMPOSED TO BENEFIT GROWERS 


A new tax on Palestine citrus fruits was announced in an 
Extraordinary Gazette published last Friday. : 

The tax, which will be payable by consumers, will be one 
of £2 a ton, and it is estimated to yield an income of approxt- 
mately £75,000. The money will be used by the Palestine 
Government to improve the position of the citrus growers. 

Citrus growers are reported to be pleased with this new regu- 
lation by the Citrus Control Board, says the Jerusalem corre- 
spondent of THe Times 

_ sharp reduction in exports,” he goes on, “ has caused 
large local surpluses and ridiculously low prices, in spite of the 
increased use of citrus by-products. A new tax of 20 mils, or 
fivepence, per 10 kilograms, and 120 mils per case, virtually 
establishes a minimum price. approximately trebling the present 
retail price. 

‘The projected manufacture of 25,000 tons of citrus acid 
annually, almost a third of the amount usually imported, has 
added another to the growing list of citrus by-products which 
offer some outlet for surplus fruit, The discovery that milch 
cows are willing to cat upwards of 60 kilograms daily if the 
fruit is peeled to avoid the alcohol therein, cheers the heart 
even if it does not matcrially help the growers.” 


Hope for Growers Next Year? 


Mr. Bernard Joseph, Honorary Legal Adviser to the Jewish 
Agency in Palestine, addressing a press conference on his 
arrival in Montreal, Canada, this week, said, according to a 
Jewish Telegraphic Agency message, that the problems of the 
citrus growers in Palestine would he alleviated next year, when 
SO per cent. of the crop would be utilised for the production 
of acetone. 


HEBREW MARCHING SONG COMPETITION 


With a view to providing Jewish troops with an original 
Hebrew marching song, a Mr. Z. Tachantov, of Tel-Aviv, has 
announced a prize for the best composition submitted, and a 
jury (including the poet Saul Tschernichowsky) has been tormed 
to consider the entries.

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HISTADRUTH’S 20th ANNIVERSARY 
British Labour’s Greetings 


BEN TILLETT’S STORY OF RUSSIAN 
JEW-BAITERS 


The Histadruth, the famous Labour organisation in 
Palestine, has just begun its 2Ist year, and the twentieth 
anniversary was marked in London by a luncheon-meeting 
held on Thursday of last week, at the Trade Union Club, 
12, Great Newport Street, W.C.2. 

The meeting, which was held under the joint auspices of the 
Poale Zion and Hechalutz, was presided over by Dr. S. 
Levenberg, General Secretary of the Poale Zion. A number 
of prominent Labour leaders were among those present, as well 
as M. Y. Becko, the Czechoslovakian Under-Secretary of State 
for Social Welfare, who represented the Czechoslovakian Labour 
Party, and M. Sholkas, representing the Polish Socialists. The 
speakers were Mr. Berl Locker, M. Camille Huysmans (Presi- 
dent of the Socialist International), Mr. James Middleton 
(Secretary of the British Labour Party), Mr. Ben Tillett, the 
veteran Labour leader, and the Chairman himself. 

Dr. Levenberg said that in 1920 the membership of the 
Histadruth was 4,400——now it was more than 125,000. Twenty 
years ago they had about 50 communal settlements in Pales- 
tine—now they had more that 260. Twenty years ago the 
Jewish population in Palestine was 70,000—now it was half-a- 
million. But the most remarkable thing was that the Arab 
——— had increased at the same time by about 400,000. 

r. Berl Locker said they wanted the Jewish people to be 
a people of workers, of men and women producing every- 
thing that was necessary for life, dominating nature, and 
having their own position in the world economy like any 
other people. They knew that this was not a thing which could 


be given to them-——they had to create it themselves—and in order 


to create it, they had to have first of all a Jewish working 
class whach could live up to this great historical task and duty. 

Mr. J. Middleton conveyed the congratulations to the Hista- 
deuth of the British Labour movement and particularly of the 
British Labour Party, with which, he said, they had been 
associated for so many years. 


The Ancient Urge 


He took itt, he continued, that the ancient urge for a home 
which the Jewisf? race had entertained for centuries was one 
of the bases of the work of the Poale Zion, and wedded to 
that urge was a modern determination to build up that home 
and to create in it the best civilisation that their opportunities 
would allow. 

M. Camille Huysmans conveyed the greetings of 20,000 
Belgian comrades tn this country. 

Mr. Ben Tillett, referring to the sufferings of the Jewish 
people in the last 2,000 years, said not a minute of those 2,000 


years had been lost to civilisation. He did not look upon them: 


as martyrs, but as heroes. 

Describing some of his early experiences, he said he began 
is “ career as an agitator’ m Riga in 1877. On a Sunday 
morning he gathered 40 British sailors and they went to the 
market to see what was called the “ fun '"—wealthy young 
Russians kicking up the stalls and assaulting the poorer Jews. 
He saw a stalwart yvoung Russian throw down a poor old man 
who was so paralysed with rheumatics that he could not save 
himself. “ As the young Russian lifted his foot to kick the old 
man 1 lifted it higher and got him down,” continued Mr. 
Tillett. “ And what happened to him in the next five minutes 
his mother could not have done in a month. That led to the 
British sailors tackling the police, who were encouraging the 
young Russians. Within a short time the sailors had cleared 
the square both of the yvoung men and of the police.” 

In conclusion, he uttered a note of warning in regard to 
Fascist activities in this country. He believed, he said, that there 
were more Fascists in Mayfair than there were Communists 
in the whole country. They had their fight to wage

PALESTINE CENSORSHIP 
CRITICISED 


American Writer’s Charges 


There has throughout the war been a good deal of criticism 
of the way in which the Palestinian censorship works, because 
of its allegedly obstructive and delaying tactics. News agency 
Messages too often bear the word “ Delayed" after the date 
of sending, and it will be remembered that only recently the 
news of the turning away of “ illegal "' Jewish immigrants from 
Palestine’s shores was not given out direct but was first relayed 
through New York messages. The episode of these “ illegal ” 
imumigrants moved the Mancuester Guarpian, for instance, to 
write a leader in protest and to ask why the full story had not 
been told, hinting that possibly it was discreditable to the 
authorities. 

A writer well known in American Jewish newspapers recently 
had an article published, after a visit to Palestine, in which he 
makes serious allegations against the Palestinian censorship 
In the course of his article he says: 

“ The [Tel-Aviv] raid took place on September 9. It was 
reported in a British military communiqué in Cairo on the 
10th, and the whole world knew about it from the British and 
Italian wireless that day. But messages from newspaper corre- 
spondents in Palestine itself were held up by the censor there, 
and were not released until September 11. 

* One hears a good deal these days about the internal menace 
to democracy in its fight against Fascism, of men in seats of 
power who are not really believers in democracy, not true 
defenders of human rights. The Palestine Government would 
be one likely place to look for such men.

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SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


The Supremacy of Judaism 


Nt vs is more old-fashioned than religious doubt. 


It was already stale in Pharaoh's day. For when 
Moses and Aaron appeared before him, charged with 
a mission from on High to liberate Isracl, that pampered 
monarch exclaimed: “ Provide a proof for yourselves” of 
the existence of the God, in whose name you have come. 
To this day, there are many who take unction to their soul 
and excuse their nonconformity with religious observance 
under the specious plea that since science accepts no state- 
ment as true unless it has been corroborated by data, it 
would be a suspension of the intellect to embrace beliefs 
whose sole mandate is their antiquity and an undeniable 
sentimental value. The story unfolded in our Sidra goes to 
show that in the annals of religion four thousand years are 
but “as a watch in the night.” Doubt, like Peter Pan, 
does not grow up. 
Two methods suggest themselves when an attempt is 
made at proving the ype eon of Judaism over scepticism 
©: agnosticism, or any other label for ignorance or indo- 
lence. There is the polemical approach, ‘which seeks to 
be destructive of other opinions before it constructively 
defines each plank in its own platform, and there is the more 
dignified way of explaining the origin and present signifi- 
cance of each ceremonial observance, and showing how 
a conscientious fulfilment of the Torah has helped in the 
radual consecration of life and the lessening of the gulf 
ome the kingdoms of heaven and earth. Respect for 
the beliefs of others, which Judaism has always insisted 
on, demands that in proving the supremacy of our own faith 
nothing derogatory is said of any other great faith. Indeed, 
a proper understanding of Judaism fills us with so much 
ride in the religious genius possessed by the builders of our 
faith that we can afford to be sympathetic towards those 
who are outside the periphery of our warm and inspiring 
circle. 


Lt one example suffice to show how, on a comparison 
with other ancient religions, Judaism emerges triumph- 
ant as a religion based not only on fundamental longings 
of the heart but also on the finest achievements of the 
human intellect. Take the story of the first “call” that 
came to Moses, of which we were reminded last Sabbath. 
What guided Moses to the flaming bush was the suffering 
of his people he had beheld in Egypt. For away in the 
still desert he still heard the groans of his brethren, as 
they carried their massive burdens on their bruised and 
torn backs. Surely, there was a God who knew and cared; 
but where was He? Sunk in such disturbing contémpla- 
tion, he one day looked up and saw the light that never 
ends, beckoning him to gird his loins and assume the role 
of liberator, of breaker of a people's chains. 

Strip this episode of all the homiletical embellishments 
which the Midrash has woven around it and’ you are left 
with a few bare details stranecly reminiscent of all other 
earthly theophanies. The raw materials are there—fire, 
tree, solitude, and a privileged soul summoned to hear the 
voice of God. Thus the “call” came to Gauthama, the 
Buddha, seven centuries later in India, to the Saviour of 
the Christians, and to Mohammed in the wilds of Arabia 
in the thirteenth century of the present era. But the genius 
of Judaism had consisted in taking those .same materials 
and etherealising them with the sublimest conceptions, Out 
of the crudest beliefs and pagan superstitions which Moses 
found in abundance in Egypt and the desert, he carved “a 
law of life.’ a spiritual world of unfading loveliness. His 
vision ranged beyond that of the worshippers of trees and 
of tire. even though many of those who so worshipped had 
glimmerings of things more spiritual than their fellows who 
simply bowed down blindly and unthinkingly before idols. 
the legends and lore of all peoples bear witness, for 
instance, to an ancient prevailing idea that a godly spirit 
dwelt in trees and eroves and bushes, and for that reason 
the plants themselves were the objects of veneration. So it 


was with the sun and the fire thoucht to be drawn direct: 


from it. Vestiges of those pagan cults have persisted down 
to the present time, but it was the glory of Judaism in those 
early days that us ideal transcended the paganism and 
superstition of its contemporaries It launched a cam- 
alien of enlightenment and distilled an: aesthetic religion 
the blind passions of animism. 


UDAISM took over those old beliefs and by a deep 
spiritual and cultural process transmuted them into a 
noble religion of ideas and ideals which did not commit the 
fatal error of confusing the object with the source of its 
being. God must not be mistaken for the things that svm- 
bolise His presence, it taught, and in that teaching it was 
the first religion to proclaim a fundamental truth. The whole 
ancient world was dotted with sacred fires. There were 
the holy flames carefully guarded by the Vestal Virgins 
of Rome, the perpetual fires of the Persians, the fiery 
cresset on the tent-pole of Alexander the Great, the con- 
tinual jets of flaming gas under the Hindu Temple on the 
Himalayas, the sacred blue fires at Baku, in the Caspian Sea, 
the perpetual fires in the temples of the Congo and Uganda. 
But it was Judaism's mission to dissipate the clouds of con- 
fusion and to stress the inner meaning of light and life and 
all other earthly manifestations, to cast a halo, as it were. 
over the ordinary phenomena of the world and thus show 
how everything without exception derived back to the spirit 
of God. In this it showed itself as a progressive religion, 
explaining in sacred terms the everyday practices and beliefs 
of man. And in this consists its supremacy.

Synagogue and Friendly Society Worker

MR. SAMUEL A, CLAFF 
Loss to Manchester and Southport 


Dr. A. FE. SILVERSTONE writes: 

When a young boy of 20, the son of a Chazan in Lithuania, 
crossed into Germany on Tisha b’Ab 1882, and said kKinnoth 
on the frontier, later going on to Hamburg and thence to 
England, he could not have foreseen that within a few years 
he would be taking an active part in the communal life of 
Manchester Jewry and making a name for himself as an out- 
standing personality in the life of the Community. 

Samuel Aaron Claff was one of the founders of the New 
Synagogue, Chectham Hill Road; he initiated the establish- 
ment of a communal Shechita Board (of which he became, in 
turn, Hon, Secretary, Treasurer, Vice-President, and Presi- 
dent): he actively co-operated in.the founding of the Talmud 
Torah: worked hard to establish the Victoria Memorial Jewish 
Hospital, of whose Land and Building Committee he was the 
first Chairman; and in 1911, when a scheme for establishing 
a Talmudical College was mooted, he accelerated its foundation 
by giving generous financial aid. 

hen he came to live in Southport 34 years ago, he became 
associated prominently with the local Community, and held 
the offices, in turn, of Treasurer, Vice-President, and President 
of the Congregation. For the past 30 years he was a member 
of the Board of Deputies. He was an enthusiastic Zionist 
and a generous donor to every worthy cause. 

In his 79th year Samuel Claff passed away, mourned by the 
Communities of Manchester and Southport, and was interred 
at the Urmston Cemetery, Manchester. To his widow, sons, 
and daughters the heartfelt sympathy of both Communities is 
extended.

A CATHOLIC’S VIEW OF 
ANTI-SEMITISM 


Dr. Heenan Replies 
MONEY A DANGER TO JEWS 
From the Rev. Dr. JOHN C. HEENAN 


To the Editor of THe Jewish CHRONICLE 


Sirx,—My critics provide remarkable testimony to the courtesy 
of Jewish people. All wrote to correct and even chastise me, 
but with no word of bitterness or personal invective. In this 
they followed the lead given by yourself in your gencrous 
appreciation of my own goodwill. Such controversy, without 
vindictiveness, is almost unique, and for this, if for no other 
reason, worth pursuing. 

In less than a column it was not possible for so ungifted a pen 
as mine to trace exhaustively every symptom and cause of 
anti-Semitism.+ I was content, in effect, to say: “I am writing 
for Jews, not for their enemies, who, in any case, will not read 
my words. May I, therefore, humbly suggest that irreligious 
Jews provide specious reasons for the persecutors.”” The rea- 
sons being admittedly specious, obviously I did not consider 
persecution to be thereby justified. . 

1 am not unaware of. countless other motives for anti- 
Semitism. Having put down jealousy as a root cause, I left 
it at that because, as [ have said, | was addressing not the 
Jew-baiters, but their victims. Let us again speak frankly. 
Jews do seem to “ arrive “ both in business and in the pro- 
fessions. They are an industrious people. It is not surprising 
that less successful rivals are jealous. Again, Jews are not 
nationalists. Although, as for example the last war showed, 
they can be good Germans or good Englishmen, as well as 


in. business, but 


(and perhaps because of being) good Jews, they are inter- 
national-minded and both intellectually and emotionally out of 
sympathy with that exaggerated nationalism so prevalent in 
the #urope of — and, incidentally, condemned by the 
Popes. This is another fruitful source of persecution. Yet 
again Jews, like all other peoples, have racial characteristics, 
some of which are good and some bad. Thus the Prussians 
are methodical, painstaking, and physically clean, but among 
their vices are to be race-proud, bullying, and anti-European 


(in the sense of being, as yet, incapable of absorbing European 


culture). Jewish virtues, to mention few among many, are 
family loyalty, kindliness, and industry. Notable among Jewish 
vices—critics sharpen your pencils!—is avarice, in the sense 
of straining moral principles to justify good business. I am 
not suggesting that most Jews, or only Jews, are unscrupulous 
I do say that money is a danger to the 
Jewish people in a somewhat similar way that drink ts a danger 
to another race, which, in order not to extend the present 
controversy, I shall refrain from naming. 


To return to my original contention, I believe that if more 
influential Jews were sincerely devoted to their religion there 
would be less opportunity given to malevolent anti-Semites of 
making dupes of decent Gentiles. There is, for example, 
important Jewish influence in the cinema world. All who wish 
that this powerful organ of public education should be used 
in the cause of morality would be happy to know that those 
who choose films do so with an eye to the decalogue rather 
than the box office. 


Let me repeat, finally, that I speak plainly—at the risk 
of being thought unconsciously anti-Semitic—because I am 
writing in the Jewish Press and not in the Sruermer. I am 
well aware that accusations brought against any section of the 
Jewish people could be proved against innumerable Gentiles. 
Since sweet reason will never convert the persecutors, let me, 
turning a scriptural allusion in an original direction, suggest 
that we make friends of the mammon of iniquity. Let us 
remove from our lives those things which provide both anti- 
Jew and anti-Christian with premises, however insignificant, 
upon which they may erect a. monstrous, though illogical, case 
for racial and religious persecution. 


As I do not intend to participate further in this corres- 
pondence, I gratefully take the oppoftunity of expressing deep 


satisfaction at the kindly treatment accorded me by the editer 
and correspondents of THe JewtsH CwHronicie, and of 
reaffirming my sincere goodwill towards . my Jewish friends.

GHETTO LAWS FOR HOLLAND 
Dutch People Pro-Jewish ”’ 


The Nazi Governor of Holland, Dr. Seyss-Inquart, has 
issued a new series of restrictions aimed at segregating the 
Jews from the Dutch. Jews are forbidden to enter the 
cinemas, and cafés and restaurants catering for non-Jews 
will in future be allowed to serve Jews only in rooms 
specially reserved for them and at tables marked “ For 
Jews only.” Non-Jewish concerns must replace their Jewish 
employees by “Aryans.” Jews are forbidden to employ 
as servants “ Aryan” women under forty. se 

All Jews were ordered to register with the authorities by 
to-day, There will be penalties for those who have failed to 
do so. The official decree describes this order as a “ further 
step towards the solution of the burning Jewish problem.” 

t is significant to note that the cinema ban is alleged to 
have been due to anti-Nazi demonstrations during film shows, 
for which the Nazis, as usual, blame the Jews. Jews are 
also being blamed for the shortage and dearness of com- 
modities, which, the Nazis say, are being hoarded in Jewish 
homes. Actually, foodstuffs and other goods have found their 
way to the Reich. The Nazis are also accusing Queen 
Wilhelmina and her Government of having admitted to the 
Dutch Colonies a flood of Jewish refugees and of having 
enabled the newcomers to occupy important State posts and 
key positions in commerce and. industry. é 

Apparently the Nazis have adopted this technique in order 
to induce the people to believe that the recent protest of the 
Dutch Protestant Churches against the Jew-laws and the 
sympathy of the Dutch people generally with the Jews is mis- 
uided, and that Nazi anti-Semitism is justified. But they have 
ailed once again to grasp the mentality of the Dutch people, 
who ridicule the campaign against the Queen and the Jews.

Following the discovery of three demolished German military 
lorries at The Hague, a fine of 60,000 guilders has been imposed 
on the population, of which a half has to be paid by the 
Jews; for in the opinion of the Gestapo all acts of sabotage 
are prompted by Jewish propagandists. 

The Wiecringer Meer Polder agricultural settlement for Jewish 
refugees, which was reclaimed from the Zuyder Zee area, has 
been dissolved, according to information reaching responsible 
Dutch quarters in London. The refugees at this well-known 
model training settlement, which was established in 1934, have 
been driven away from the settlement buildings,. which have 
been confiscated for military purposes by the Nazis. 


SCANDINAVIA RESISTS NAZIS 
Anti-Semitism Unpopular 


The Nazis in Denmark, assisted by Danish pro-Nazis, have 
intensified the .campaign against Jews and their non-Jewish 
sympathisers. They accuse the “ old Conservative Danes” of 
persisting in maintaining friendly relations with Jews and 
opposing anti-Jewish measures, thereby preventing “ a spiritual 
understanding between Denmark and Nazi Germany.” 
Danish Government, they demand, must ban all anti-Nazi and 
Jewish literature. However, the Government has so far, 
refused to comply, and the overwhelming majority of Danes 
strongly back its resistance 

All etiorts by the German Consulate in Stockholm to obtain 
permission for the showing of German anti-Semitic films in 
Swedish cinemas have failed, and the Swedish Government 
has flatly refused to authorise any such propaganda. 
German Consul has had to fall back on regular private showings 
of films at the Consulate, to which Swedish pro-Nazis are 
invited. 

In Norway the Nazis have forbidden Jews to stay in hotels 
and boarding houses in Oslo, Bergen, Stavanger, and Trondhjem. 
The ban was enforced on the advice of the Quislingites, who 
have lajely been advocatin& more active anti-Jewish measures.

BLOOD LIBEL FILM IN HUNGARY 


The Tisza-Eszlar Case 


The German Ufa Film Company has, with the co-opera- 
tion of the German Ministry of Propaganda, obtained the 
consent of the Hungarian Government to produce a 
“ritual murder” film based on the Tisza-Eszlar blood libel 
case of 1882, when the Jews of the Hungarian village of 
that name were charged with the murder of a young servant 
girl. The film will be used by the Nazis for anti-Jewish 
propaganda purposes. 

The fact that the Tisza-Eszlar case against the Jews finally 
collapsed, and that all the accused were acquitted, is. of course, 
of no concern to the Nazis. Their film will uphold the anti- 
Semitic blood libel theory. The Hungarian Government, how- 


ever might remind themselves that one of the leading supporters 


of the accused Jews during their trial was the Hungarian 
patriot, Louis Kossuth, then living in exile. 


SOVIET CITIZENSHIP FOR 
REFUGEES IN LITHUANIA 


All war refugees living in Lithuanian territory who wish 
to become Soviet citizens can now apply for such citizen- 
ship during January, says a Moscow report. 

These refugees include thousands of Jews, Poles, and people 
of other nationalities who fled from the horrors of the Polish- 
German war, 

Mr. Noah Prilutzki, the well-known Yiddish scholar, has 
been appointed to the newly-created Chair of Yiddish Language 
and Literature at the University of Vilnius This appointment 
of a non-Communist Jew is regarded in Lithuanian Jewish 
circles as being an exceptional measure, and as a tribute to 
Mr. Prilutzki’s outstanding authority. 


Soviet authorities in Lithuania have arrested a number of 
local Orthodox Jewish leaders. Among them is M. David 
lizMKovitz, General-Secretary of the Association of Lithuanian 
Rabbis. Premises of the Revisionist and the Brith Trumpel- 
dor Organisations have been seized and handed over to the 
Communist Party for conversion into Youth Clubs. 

The Soviet Government has granted exit permits to Mr. 
Trockenheim and Mr. Mincberg, two former Jewish deputies 
m the Polish Sejm, to leave Vilnius for America, via Moscow 
and Japan, 
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DEMOCRACY IN THE NEW 
POLAND 


Count Raczynski at Relief Fund Luncheon 


The Polish Government is firmly determined that the 
democratic spirit shall prevail in the: new and reborn 
Poland. Without it, their country could not survive nor 
their problems be satisfactorily solved. So declared Count 
Raczynski, the Polish Ambassador in London, at the 
luncheon held at the Dorchester Hotel last week in honour 
of members of the Executive of the Polish Relief Fund 
(writes a JEWISH CHRONICLE representative). The Chief 
Rabbi presided. 

The Ambassador added that without the spirit of brotherhood 
and charity they would never be able to knit together the 
people in their country. 

Dr. Hertz reminded the gathering that Poland was the first 
country to grant the Jews religious toleration. “ There have. 
alas, also been misunderstandings between the two peoples,”’ 
he went on, “and there have been outbreaks of anti-Semitic 
violence both in the past and in recent years: but there has 
always been in Poland a minority of good and far-seeing men 
who knew that righteousness alone exalteth a nation: and it 
has always been that minority which in the end was the 
dominant power in the Polish State.” And then came Septem- 
ber, 1939. The tornado of Nazi bestiality swept over Poland, 
overwhelming Poles and Jews alike, and making them brother- 
victims of unbelievable calamity and hideous mass massacre. 
But, said the Chief Rabbi, the unconquerable spirit of the 
Polish and Jewish peoples endowed them with deathlessness, 
and enabled them ever to rise again to new life and glory. 

Dr. I. Schwartzbart, the Jewish member of the Polish 
National Council, as representative of Polish Jewry, thanked 
the British nation, the Polish Relief Fund, and the Polish- 
Jewish Refugee Fund for their help to Polish refugees in 
Britain. They were full of hope, he added, for Great Britain's 
victory, which would bring into being a new Europe. In the 
future free, strong, and happy Poland, he said, Polish Jewry 
would never forget the humaneness and kindness with which the 
refugees had been treated. 


Future Problems 


Mr. Leonard Stein, President of the Anglo-Jewish Associa- 
tion, said that they were sure that when Poland was liberated 
the problems which would still remain to be dealt with—and 
not least among them were the problems of the minorities, and 
it would be idle to deny that they existed—would be settled 
in a spirit of genuine breadth and liberality. 

Lord Moyne, Parliamentary Secretary to the Ministry of 
Agriculture and late Chairman of the Polish Relief Fund, 
stated that in the past year £110,000 had been collected from 
all over the British Empire and from every kind of community 
and creed. 

High tribute to the Jewish Community was paid by Sir 
William Crawford, K.B.E.,. Chairman of the Fund's Appeal 
Committee. “In the life of our great Commonwealth,” he 
said, “ none is more loyal to their King and country; in our 
political world none has given more service to the State than 
your people. There is no dictator who can destroy you, but 
there is a land and people where you are welcome and among 
whom you can thrive—Britain.” 

This theme was echoed by Dr. I. Feldman, who declared 
that they found in Britain a shining example of the results 
of liberty, of toleration, and, above all, of a successful effort 
to encourage all communities, including the Jewish Community, 
to place its all at the service of the larger community in which 
it was their privilege to live.

WARSAW BUDGET 


The forced labour battalion which the Jews of Warsaw have 
been forced to supply to the Nazis, accounts for the main item, 
both of expenditure and of income, in the accounts of the 
Warsaw Jewish Community for the first nine months of 1940. 

The Community's budget showed a deficit of over one-and-a- 
half million zlotys (lormerly about £60,000), the total income 
being 6,300,000 zlotys as against an expenditure of about eight 
millions. 2,800,000 zlotys were spent for the labour battalion, 
nearly 2,000,000 for the maintenance of the communal hospitals, 
and only 600,000 zlotys for social welfare. This is an extremely 
small amount in view of the great distress among the popula- 
tion, and demonstrates the difficult financial position of the 
Community. The deficit was only partly covered by a loan, 
and there are considerable arrears of salaries and wages due 
to employees of the Community. 

On the income side the labour battalion again represented 
the largest item, about four million zlotys having been received 
in payment for work done by the battalion. Communal taxes 
yielded only 1,300,000 zlotys, but the administration of Jewish 
cemeteries alone showed «a surplus of nearly one million zlotys. 


Appeal for Neutral Aid 


Admitting the great distress among the Jewish population 
in German-occupied Poland, the authorities have consented to 
an urgent appeal for relief being addressed by the Executive 
of the Jewish Social Sclf-Aid to Jewish Communities and 
Organisations in neutral countries. 

About half of the Jewish population in Nazi Poland (the total 
figure is estimated at 1,700,000) is dependent on public assist- 
ance in some form or other, says the appeal. The funds avail- 
able for relief work are very limited and quite incommensuxate 
with the growing need. 


The Warsaw police have closed and sealed all Jewish work- 
shops in non-Jewish districts of the capital and all non-Jewish 
workshops in the ghetto. 

The Nazis in Poland have followed the precedent created in 
Germany at the beginning of the war by forming a class of 
“economically useful Jews." They will wear a special armiet 
and will be exempted from forced labour. 


STATELESS 


The Hungarian and Rumanian Commissions which have been 
dealing with the delimitation of the new Hungarian-Rumanian 
frontier have decided that only “ Aryan ” Rumanians in the 
Transylvanian zone ceded to Hungary can decide whether to 
become Hungarian subjects or remain Rumanian subjects. The 
Jews will not be allowed either to become Hungarians or to 
continue to be recognised as Rumanians. They will therefore 
become Stateless. 

All Jewish students have been excluded from the University 
of Cluj, in the ceded zone of Transylvania. 


JEWS’ GIFTS TO BRITAIN 
“We Will Not Forget You” 


Recently an appeal was published in the Jewish Press in 
Montevideo, Uruguay, from the wife of the British Ambassador, 
Lady Effie Millington Drake, asking for toys for children in Eagg- 
land. Among those who responded was a German Jewish woman 
refugee, who accompanied her gift with the following message : 
“I am very glad to send these toys to you, as it gives me an 
opportunity to show that we Jewish refugees will always be 
found on Great Britain's side.” 

The answer came back from the Ambassadress: “ Thank you 
so much for your letter and your generous donation of toys 
for the children in England, which will bring happiness to many 
little ones. I think it is wonderful what the Jewish refugees 
are doing to help us in every way, and I do hope you know 
how much we recognise that, You are by our side in the dark 
days, and you will also be by our side on the day of victory; 
Great Britain will not forget you.” 


FIELD-KITCHEN FROM THE U.S.A. 


The. first field-kitchen of those pledged by the American 
Jewish Congress has been presented to the British War Relief 
Society, on behalf of thé Congress, by the Rev. M. L. Perlz- 
weig, head of the British section of the Congress, who is at 
present on a visit to the United States.

DR. YAHUDA AND DR. FREUD 
** Speculative” Biblical Theories 


Professor A. S. Yahuda, the famous Orientalist and Biblical 
scholar, speaking as guest of honour at a luncheon given by 
the Association of Reform Rabbis in New York City recently, 
challenged what he termed the “ speculative and imagin- 
ary ” theories about Moses and the origin of monotheism in 
Egypt advanced by the late Professor Sigmund Freud. 

Not only was Professor Freud unqualified to advance any 
opinion on the subject, said Professor Yahuda, but he 
had blindly followed certain. theories of Egyptologists and 
Biblical critics, particularly of the German theologian, Pro- 
fessor Sollin, which the latter had withdrawn at the Congress 
of Orientalists at Leipzig. 


50,000 ACRES 

It is announced in Washington that Generalissimo de Trujillo, 
former President of the Dominican Republic, has offered an 
additional 50,000 acres of land for refugee settlement in San 
Domingo, in recognition of a successful year of Jewish 
settlement. 

Generallissimo de Trujillo's wife, Sefiora Maria M. de Trujillo, 
who is visiting New York, told officials of refugee organisa- 
tions that the Dominicans were proud to aid homeless Euro- 
pean refugees. “We are happy to welcome the stalwart 
pioneers, and hope that despite the difficulties of transport, 
many more will soon come. I am proud that my husband was 
able to take the initiative in this noble enterprise. It will be 
my special interest to help the children who come with the 
retugecs. 


DICTATOR “*HYNKEL” RETALIATES 


The Nazi Ministry of Propaganda has decided to retaliate 
against Charlie Chaplin's “ Great Dictator’ film by producing 
a comedy ridiculing leading American and English states- 
men, says a Geneva report. President Roosevelt, Mr. La 
Guardia (the Mayor of New York), Mr. Henry Morgenthau 
(U.S. Minister of Finance), Mr. Winston Churchill, Mr. Anthony 
Eden, and Mr. Duff Cooper will, it is said, figure in the film 
dressed as Rabbis, and Mr. Hore-Belisha will appear as Com- 
mander of a Jewish Army, with Jewish soldiers wearing beards 
and sidelocks as his men. 


CZECHOSLOVAKIA—Nazis in Brno, Moravia, recently 
utilised their local Winter Relicf Conference for the purpose 
of organising an anti-Jewish demonstration.

A delegation of the American Jewish Congress has discussed 
with the War Department proposed changes in the present 
Army regulations to permit graduates of foreign universities 
to be eligible for commissions in the Medical Corps. 

Mr. Robert Patterson, Assistant Secretary of War, received 
the delegation, which was headed by Rabbi Stephen S. Wise. 
Dr. Wise pointed out that the majority of those affected by 
the ruling were Jews who had been refused admission to 
American universities because of a discriminatory quota, and 
had therefore been compelled to receive their medical 
education abroad.

Mr. Pirow has at last come into the open and has named the 
Jew.

to the head of Nazi Germany. The leaders. of the movement 
have imported German books and made a careful study of the 
whole system, with its secret police, military character, and 
its opposition te democratic government.. It may be added that 
an Afrikaner Youth Movement is also being organised on 
these lines. 

In the economic sphere, the long-mooted attempt to create an 
Afrikaner-bloc is meeting with a distinct measure of success. 
The organisation “ Reddingsdaadbond ™ has as its aim the 
general promotion of Afrikaner business, but there are very clear 
signs that it is being used as a Malanite political tool. Signitfi- 
cant also ts the fact that on a certain occasion an important 
meeting of Afrikaner businessmen was held in_ secret. 
Apparently the subject discussed could not bear the light of 

ublicity. An wnoflicial partial boycott of Jewish and even 
Enelish businesses certainly exists. 

The Dutch Reformed Church helps the Nationalists. The 
majority of the Predikant, are pro-Malanite and some are 
definitely pro-Nazi. The few liberals among them adopt a 
negative attitude of neutrality in order to avoid disrupting 
their congregations. The Synods pass obscurantist resolutions. 
The Cape Synod, which was the latest of them to mect this 
year, resolved that members of the Dutch Reformed Church 
should not associate with non-Protestants in worship or 
fraternal gatherings; and condemned Communism and: Free- 
masonry but not Fascism or Nazism. They also gave official 
ompoer to the “ Reddingsdaadbond,” calling it “an act of 

This ts the picture of the Opposition in outline. It is. the 
alternative to Smuts and his democratic policy. Certainly, the 
prospect of the Nationalists getting into power is not an 
attractive one. 
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INSPIRATION’ OR 
DISSOLUTION 


THE continuous preoccupation of thinkers and leade s 
with the problems of the post-war world has, if any- 
thing, become more marked as the weeks have gone 
by. A similar anxious interest in what may be called 
the totality of Jewish conditions after the war, however, 
is not so much in public evidence, however much it 
may occupy individual thought. There is considerable 
talk of Jewish freedom, of Zionist aims, of a better 
life for the harassed Jewish masses of the Continent. 
But there is little concerning the individual Jew's 
“way of life,” his ideals, his outlook on existence, let 
alone the driving purpose of continued Jewish survival. 
And what can thus be said of the individual Jew applies 
to whole Jewish Communities, and not only on one 
side of the Atlantic. 

Yet it is a palpable fact that the impact of the war 
has not only shaken most, if not all, of us out of the 
old ruts, but has given such a sharp jolt to collective 
and organised #ewish life that some already discern 
in its state the beginning of eventual dissolution. This 
break up, it is true, might be repaired by united efforts 
after the war. But such a revival could only come if 
behind great leadership there was the enthusiastic and 
determined support of the Jewish “: man in the street,” 
and of this there is little indication. Is this a serious 
misreading of the position? Only a blind and un- 
reasoning optimism would say so. However much we 
may hate to admit it, the fact remains that the Com- 
munity, in the main, does not “ think on these things.” 
It either does not know or does not care if little 
Jewish children are being paganised through lack of 
religious instruction. Our average Jew refuses to appre- 
ciate that the communal future—and through it the 
future of every individual Jew, however remote he be 
from communal associations—is endangered by external 
enmities; he shrugs his shoulders and passes on with a 
sort of fatalistic confession of impotence. 

Clearly that condition of mind cannot be permitted 
to endure without the gravest risks. It blocks every 
avenue to a tolerable Anglo-Jewish future. The Com- 
munity has somehow to be roused from its lethargy. 
The truth has to be told it, so that the people who walk 
in darkness may see a great light. That demands, 
indeed, inspired religious leadership. If this -be not 
available, it at least necessitates men in positions of 
leadership who believe through and through in their 
own message and are ready to spend themselves in 
bringing it home to the communal mind and conscience. 
They have to persuade our indifferentists and dis- 
loyalists of the momentous fact that there will be no 
room for a sterile nothingarianism in post-war Britain; 
that the “ religionslos”’ Jew, with his title of German 
coinage, will be a resented “foreign body” in the re- 
spiritualised Britain that British leaders are deter- 
mined to build; and that the hope of continuing to 
play the old part of the “ blank leaf between the Old 
and the New Testament” is a vain and false imagin- 
ing. They have to drive into the Jewish mind the 
truth that, sooner or later, it will be forced to choose 
between Judaism and some other creed—back to 
Judaism, or on to another camp. Religious neutrality 
will be no more safe in the days to come than is 
political neutrality in this dread hour. The Jew must 
declare himself. Which is it to be—for himself and 
his children? 

Our convinced and resolute teachers and preachers 
will have to make determined war on the conception 
of the merely “racial” Jew, that futile figure of a 
Jew who is “ proud of his race,’ but not interested 
in that which most ennobles it—its religion. They will 
have to give no quarter to the fatuous superstition 
that one can ignore and even defy the Jewish creed 
and practice all one’s life but be sure of a place in 
Olam Habo in Jewish company by securing a grave in 
a Jewish cemetery. They will have to destroy, root and 
branch, the calamitous delusion that a man has done 
all that is required of him, qua Jew, when he has sub- 
scribed to Jewish charities, or paid for his seat in a 
Synagogue (without ever going there). They will have 
to make an end, if they can, of the shams and pretences 
which flourish in rank profusion among us, and bring 
Jewry back to honesty and a frank, brave acceptance 
of reality. 

And that, in the long run, can only be accom- 


plished through a restoration of the spiritual factor to 
Jewish life. There is no other way. The Jew, too, 
must be respiritualised. His grand old faith must be 
reborn in him, and his innate idealism revived and 
diverted, at least in part, from other causes which have 
attracted it, to his religion. 

Without spiritual inspiration our labours can come 
to no achievement worthy of the word. The many 
writers in the Press who have deplored the lack of the 
inspiration of religion in the plans for the nation’s 
youth clearly grasp that fundamental fact. Hitler, too, 
recognised it in his appeal to the German youth. But 
the faith he gave them was the faith in the ultimate 
swagecring supremacy of the German Herrenvolk, and 
the religion with which he furnished them was the mad 
idolatry of Hitlerism. What we, all of us in the Jewish 
Community, need is the rejuvenated Jewish faith in a 
guiding Providence. We have to be, if not “ God- 
intoxicated,” at any rate conscious of His all-secing eye 
and all-hearing ear. We have to carry the awareness 
of His abiding Providence into our daily lives. Thence 
will spring inspiration before which all obstacles will 
shrink. Sinai and its message will point the way. 


CLASHING APPEALS 


Many letters have reached THe Jewish CHronictt 
complaining about the practically simultaneous tissue of the 
two latest appeals —that of the Deputies in connection with 
evacuation problems and the appeal of the Keren Hayesod. 
All make the same point and some of them are couched 
in language of bitter protest. The desirability, therefore, 
of dealing with them in a collective reference on this page 
is indicated. Certainly these protests cannot be ignored. 
They remind us of a real and one is sorry to 
say very old communal grievance. As between the two 
bodies concerned, one thing may be said with certainty. 
The Deputies’ appeal was, in point of time, far the more 
pressing, despite the very great importance of the Founda- 
tion Fund. Some organisation for dealing with the scattered 
Jewish evacuce communities had to. be set up without 
delay. Postponement could only breed increasing trouble. 
On the other hand, no such immediate urgency existed 
for the rival appeal. Very often the Keren Hayesod have 
chosen the Passover period to send round the hat, and there 
seems no reason why the same practice could not have been 
followed on the present occasion, and probably with better 
results: If the appeal had to be launched quickly, a start 
could have been made in, say, South Africa, for the whole 
world is, in this case, the hunting. ground, whereas the 
Deputies have only Britain to look to. In addition, the 
Keren Hayesod appeal comes regularly every year, where- 
as this ts the first time the Deputies have sought public 
funds for the pressing evacuee necessities. 


WHERE IS OUR LEADERSHIP? 


Prrnars the regrettable indisposition of Professor 
Brodetsky (the Community rejoices to learn that he will 
soon be fully active once more), who wields influence in 
both bodies, has prevented a rational timing of these 
appeals. But even so, there remained Zionists of more or 
less authority who could, one must suppose, have taken 
effective charge of the position. In the circumstances, one 
can only hope that neither Appeal will suffer, for each is, 
in its way, Of very, great importance. But this question 
of overlapping has been so long with us that one almost 
begins to ask whether we in this Community have a 
governing body at all. 


PERSECUTING FRIENDS OF BRITAIN 

CONDITIONS in the notorious: camp at Huyton, near 
Liverpool, have often been the subject of criticism, and it is 
disheartening to read of the bad conditions still alleged to be 
prevailing there. The main charge at the moment concerns 
what the Spectator calls the.“ combination of cruelty and 


folly involved in interning a minority of anti-Nazi refugees’ 


almost all of them placed by their tribunals in the C class 

with a blatant and defiant Nazi majority.” How this 
fantastically inhuman system works out in practice is 
described in the latest tssue of the “ Helping Hand,” the 
bulletin issued by the Youth Relief and Refugee Council. 
The plight of the anti-Nazis in this Nazi-controlled camp 
is described as terrible, but “ when inquiries were made at 
the Home Office, the reply was that Huyton was a Nazi 
camp.” The obvious retort is that, in that case, why lodge 
anti-Nazis there, or at any rate those who are hungering 
for a chance to prove that they are? 


FOLLY OR WORSE? 


li is to be hoped that the Home Secretary, whose good 
will in these matters ts beyond question though his executive 
authority may not be omnipotent, will be asked to say why 
the wicked and stupid old arrangement referred to should 
persist despite the increase of accommodation now said to 
be available, for instance, in the Isle of Man camps. Too 
often in the past has the Home Office given the impression 
of being unable to distinguish between avowed Hitlerists 
and their opponents merely because the accident of birth 
brought them both into existence within the borders of the 
delectable Reich. It is hard to believe that a blunder so 
fatuous and mischievous really does rule an important ques- 
tion of policy in a great British Department of State. The 
alternative involves, however, the very ugly explanation 
which Mr. H. G. Wells has on more than one occasion 
offered. 


JEWS AND SOCIAL SERVICE 


A LiveRPOoL correspondent recently lodged a complaint 
in these columns against certain Merseyside Jewish doctors 
—-not these doctors as a body, but, as she was careful to 
say, only a few of their number. This small minority, she 
alleged, was helping to create a very great bitterness among 
the local working classes by using harsh methods in endea- 
vouring to collect their fees. So far, no Jewish doctor in 
the district has intervened in the controversy, to which 
there may very well be two sides, and for that reason it is 
impossible to do more than emphasise the need for 
humanity in debt collection in these trying days, a need to 
which Jewish medical men as a whole are, one is sure, no 
less sympathetic than others in their humane profession. 
Our correspondent, however, also complained that no 
Jewish doctor or his wife is connected with the three 
organisations which, between them, cover the greater part 
of social service in the area, and she pleads that anti- 
Semitism could be stemmed to a certain extent if Jewish 
people took a larger share in social welfare work for the 
general community. Another correspondent contended in 
reply that Jews are participating fully in the Various services, 
In the widest sense this is undoubtedly true, and has always 
been so, 


But the present war, with all its threats to the public 
health, does impose the duty, not only on doctors and their 
wives, but upon all Jews and Jewesses, to be up and doing 
in the same spirit of social endeavour, and in whatever 
branch of it they are qualified to serve. There is no room 
for idlers in this strenuous national crisis. 


“NO JEWS!” 

SEVERAL advertisements have appeared recently in the 
GAZETTE —a newspaper serving the Hemel Hempstead area 

to which the familiar caution “ No Jews” was appended. 
This drew a letter of protest from the Rev. H. Olivestone, 
Jewish Billeting Officer in the district, in which, incidentally, 
a number of Jewish refugees are to be found. Other letters 
followed, and the issue of December 27, containing five 
of them, has belatedly reached us. Let it be said at once 
that Jews cannot and do not object to criticism, provided 
only that it ts fair, and that space ts in due course found for 
reply. Our complaint in the present case ts that most of 
the vile accusations recklessly levelled against Jews in the 
course of this correspondence are grossly unfair, and that 
no full opportunity has been given to state a reply to this 
attack. We need only single out one statement made in one 
of the letters to which we allude, and that, indeed, the very 
mildest of the mischievous prevarications. Quoting Mr. 
Olivestone’s remark that there are a half-million Jews in 
this countcy, the writer (note: he hides behind a 
pseudonym) asks to be informed upon what authority this 
figure is based, and goes on to assert that a more correct 


estimate is that there are between three and four million. 


Jews in Britain to-day. Actually, Mr. Olivestone’s estimate 
iS an exaggeration, the number of Jews in the country hav- 
ing been placed at something in the neighbourhood of 
350,000 after scientific and laborious inquiry. The figure 
and the method of reaching it have been published, and so 
far as we know have not been challenged by any competent 
authority. But the writer of the effiision, who asks for Mr. 
Olivestone’s authority, himself offers none for his own 
grotesque mendacious§ calculation. Ihe reason 
obviously is that he could find no self-respecting statistician 
who would append his signature to anything so utterly 
preposterous, which could only emanate from a_ brain 
besotted and befuddled by Nazi and Fascist propaganda. 


NOT VERY.“ BRITISH” 

fit newspaper editor who saw fit to give prominence 
and pride of place to this and similar misstatements in the 
same letter 1s, no doubt, in the absence of legal restraints 
upon this sort of community libel such as exist in other 
countries, within his right in claiming to be the sole arbiter 
of what ts or is not to go into his paper. But surely there 
are journalistic standards of honour and decency to be 
remembered and respected. They demand that a virulent 
attack on an individual or a community should not be per- 
mitted under the cowardly cloak of anonymity. They 
demand, too, that, the attack having been printed in the 
place of honour at the head of other letters, some reply be 
allowed. But it seems this editor has imposed his ban on 
turther correspondence on this subject. It is true that two 
of the correspondents were permitted to present the other 
side of the case in the same issue of the paper—to give 
at least the impression of fairness. But their replies were 
on general lines and did not, and obviously could not. 
deal with the numerous allegations. 


UNCONSCIOUSLY PLAYING HITLER'S GAME 
We are loath to believe that, on second thoughts, the 
editor himself will not see the force of these complaints, 
which, after all, spring also from a desire to see upheld the 
traditions of British journalism. The mischief, however. 
having been done, its worst feature is not its damage to 
Jews but that, by rousing internal strife and diverting 
attention along a Nazi slant at a time when every ounce of 
concentration of national thought should be devoted to 
winning the war, it plays the enemy's game and wounds the 
country at a vital point of its organisation. We cannot for 
a moment suppose that this aspect of the matter was present 
to the mind of the editor in question, or that he would have 
disregarded it if it had been. But it is a question whether 
a responsible deper:ment of the Government has not, as 
one of its duties, the task of preventing, by a word in 
season, the operation of subtle Nazi influence which 
manifests itself thus amongst journalistic nescience.

MANCHESTER SOUP KITCHEN 


Meals for Non-Jews 
SALFORD MAYOR’S TRIBUTE 


[From our Correspondent] 


Forty non-Jewish men and women, enjoying a hot meal 
last Thursday afternoon at the Manchester Jewish Soup 
Kitchen, Exchange Street, Cheetham, received a surprise 
visit from the Mayor of Salford (Councillor W. Crookell, 
J.P.), who, after inspecting the Kitchen, addressed a few 
words of comradeship and encouragement to them. 

“I know from my own experience,” he. said, “ that it is 
through no fault of your own that you have fallen on hard 
times. It is only by the grace of God that circumstances have 
been kinder to me. Thank God I have never forgotten where 
I started, and I know that if I were in your place I would be 
extremely grateful to our Jewish friends for the help and sym- 
pathy you are getting from them when you need it most. So 
long as this work is necessary, I wish it all success, but I 
hope that before long the need for it will have passed.” 

The Mayor, together with the Mayoress, was received at 
the Kitchen by the President, Mr. R. H. Lisbona, who explained 
to them that during the 1940 session 3,762 cans of soup were 
provided to Jewish families for consumption at home; 13,976 
meals were served on the premises to casual applicants of all 
creeds and denominations; and 736 non-Jewish families were 
supplied with soup to take home. In all, 21,431 loaves of 
bread and over 6,000 gallons of soup were distributed 

Later, Mr. Sydney Needoff, Hon. Secretary, proposing a toast 
to the civic visitors, mentioned that the Soup Kitchen had in 
recent times provided food to refugees from Germany and 
Czechoslovakia and also to British evacuces from bombed areas. 
The Mayor, in reply, said there was very great merit in the 
unostentatious work done by the Soup Kitchen Committee 

The Communal Rabbi, Dr. Alexander Altmann, expressed 
appreciation for the civic visit, and other speakers were Mrs. 
M. S. Cohen, Chairman of the Ladies’ Committee, the Rev. 
P. Selvin Goldberg, and Mr. L. Harris. 

The annual ball in aid of the Kitchen’s funds is to be held 
on February 23 under the patronage of the Lord Mayor of 
Manchester and the Mayor of Salford. 


PREPARING JEWRY’S UNITED FRONT 


Mr. Laski Pleads for Co-ordination, Not 
Subordination 


Addressing a large audience at the Manchester Talmud 
Torah Hall recently, Mr. Neville J. Laski, K.C., surveyed 


Jewish problems which require urgent attention. He 


stressed again the desirability of presenting a united Jewish 
case to the peace conference after the war, but in the 
preparation of that Jewish case by the various Jewish 
authorities there must, he said, be a genuine co-ordination 
of effort, and not a “co-ordination” which in reality 
involved “ subordination.” 

Mr. Laski referred also to a memorandum which he had 
helped to prepare nearly 20 years ago, urging a “ co-ordina- 
tion of Jewish charities " for Manchester and Salford. Those 
in charge of the loca] Jewish charitable institutions at the time 
rejected the plan. To-day, the vast social changes ahd the 
impact of the war on many Jewish organisations made it mach 
more practicable to make a determined attempt at local charities 
co-ordination. -He hoped the local Jewish authoritics would 
apply themselves to this problem without delay. 

The meeting was held under the auspices of the Manchester 
Union of Jewish Literary Societies, and Mr. Michael M. Fidler 
presided. 


NEW CHAIRMAN OF JEWISH REFUGEES 
COMMITTEE 


Mr. M. Feinmann has been elected Chairman of the 
Manchester Jewish Refugees Committee, following the 
resignation of Mr. Norman Jacobs, who has been. Chair- 
man of the Committee since its inception shortly after 
the November, 1938, pogroms. 

From the carly days of the Hitler regime when Jewish 
refugees began to come to England from Germany, until 1938, 
Mr. Jacobs acted personally as Hon Representative in Man- 
chester of the Jewish Refugees Committee in London. of which 
Mr. Otto Schiff was Chairman. After the pogroms, when the 
refugee problem assumed vastly increased proportions over- 
night, a ramified refugee aid organisation was built up. with 
Mr. Jacobs as Chairman and Mr. Feinmann and Mrs R 
Barash as Joint Hon. Secretaries. It soon gained the reputation

As 
an immediate step, the support of parents who were not present 
will be canvassed speakers confirmed. the very friendly 
attitude of the Nelson authorities and residents, and their desire 
to do all.they could for the evacuees’ welfare.

CHOOSING A CAREER 


Leeds Sets Up Guidance Committee 
NO ROOM FOR MISFITS TO-DAY 


[From our Correspondent} 


At a meeting organised by the Leeds B'nai B'rith last 
Sunday, Mr. Myer Domnitz, of the District Grand Lodge 
Vocational Guidance Committee, was the principal speaker. 

The Rev. L. H. Hardman, who presided, explained that the 
mecting had been convened to consider the importance of 
planning careers for Leeds Jewish youth, and for the purpose 
of establishing a local Vocational Guidance Sub-Committee. In 
this ever-changing world of work, said Mr. Hardman, misfits were 
not needed. and least of all Jewish misfits, and in the complex 
industrial system of ever-increasing specialisation, parents should 
obtain specialised advice and exact information before they 
finally decided on their sons careers. 

Mr. Domnitz said the importance of planning careers was 
greater now than ever in view of the reconstruction that was 
inevitable in the post-war era. Many of the students who 
sought professional careers were unable to appreciate the 
specialised ability and temperament required, and this often 
resulted in complete failures. It was both in the interests ot 
the Community and the individual that there should be a much 
wider occupational distribution. Mr. Domnitz examined the 
motives of parents who insisted on medicine or law as pro- 
fessions, and commented that the main consideration of parents 
should be the happiness and real capacity of the child. It 
was a great mistake for parents to attempt to control their 
children’s future without very careful investigation into pros- 
pects and obtaining the expert advice which the Vocational 
Guidance Committee offered. 

There were numerous occupations——Mr. Domnitz detailed 
them—covering every grade of intelligence, many of which 
were never even considered by the average parent. The war, 
in itself, was bringing about a silent revolution in the attitude 
of many people towards their future occupations, and this 
should strengthen the work of organising vocational guidance. 

Messrs. Conway, President of the Binai B'rith, Wigoder, 
Nathan, and Baker were among other speakers. 

It was unanimously agreed that the Leeds Lodge of the B'nai 
B'rith establish a local Vocational Guidance Sub-Committee 
and form an advisory panel representing trades, professions, 
and industries, 


SOLDIER'S ACCIDENTAL DEATH 


An inquest has been held at Ripponden on Driver Hyman 
Waldenberg, R.E., of Newton Park View, Leeds, who had been 
shot dead. 

The evidence of another soldier was that he offered to show 
some recruits how to load and unload a Service rifle. He was 
under the impression that there was dummy ammunition tn the 
room. He picked up five cartridges, placed them in the maga- 
zine of a rifle, and it went off. Waldenberg fell to the 
ground. 

In further evidence a corporal said the men were quite in 
order in ,having dummy ammunition: the live cartridges, how- 
ever, were taken from the equipment of a soldier who was 
standing by for picket duty. 

The coroner said that there was no. evidence of criminal 
negligence. While serving his country Waldenberg had met 
his death in a tragic manner. The soldier demonstrating had 
obviously been actuated by worthy motives, but he was rather 
hasty in loading the rifle with ammunition without ascertaining 
whether it was dummy or not 

A verdict that death was due to gunshot wounds caused by 
a Service rifle being accidentally. discharged was recorded.

CHILDREN HELP BRITAIN’S FOOD 
SUPPLY 


Whittingehame Refugees’ Fine Training 


[From-our Correspondent-—EDINBURGH] 


Ihe contribution to the food supply of Great Britain 
made by relugee children of the Whittingehame Farm 
School, East Lothian, was the subject of a film exhibition 
given under the auspices of the Society of Friends at 
28, Stafford Street, Edinburgh. 

The films were exhibited and commented on by Dr. D. 
Farington-Drew, a member ot the staff of Whittingehame 
House, who made them. A large section of each film was 
taken in colour, and there were some very attractive pictures. 
They showed the happiness of the children, both at work in 
the school and we king on the land. There were shots. of 
the laundry, the sewing-room, a class learning bee-keeping, the 
dentists surgery, the gathering of the potato harvest. tree- 
felling, the haulage of timber, and the cutting and threshing 
of grain. The children work on 14 farms in addition to work- 
ing at Whittingehame, and their classroom education includes 
biology, agricultural science, Hebrew, English and European 
history, and chemistry. 

_Mr. R. Cohen, who presided, explained the origin of Whit- 
tingchame Farm School It was made possible by the generosity 
of Viscount Traprain, and was founded to give a training to 
many young Jewish refugees before they were sent to Pales- 
tine or the Colonies. But the war had made it impossible 
to send them to Palestine | Meanwhile the children—two-thirds 
of them boys—were being educated, working together in a 
communal spirit. Incidentally, they were learning that it was 
an honour and privilege to work on the land, and acquiring 
knowledge whereby they could be an example to other young 
people and an influence against the movement which had taken 
people trom the land to the towns. The company, which was 
a non-profit organisation with a nominal capital, had declared 
no dividend, except a dividend in morale and in the useful- 
ness of the work that was being done.

CHAPLAIN’S ADDRESS AT GLASGOW 


[From our Correspondent} 


The duty and responsibility of every Jewish member of 
H.M. Forces to uphold his religion in all circumstances 
was the theme of an address delivered by Rabbi Dr. L. 
Rabinowitz, Chaplain to the Forces, at a military service 
held at the Glasgow Jewish Institute last week. The Rev. 
Dr. I. K. Cosgrove, of the Garnethill Synagogue, assisted 
at the service, which was attended by about 50 men. 

Rabbi Rabinowitz said he realised how difficult it was for 
men serving in the Forces to maintain allegiance to their faith 
and ideals in conditions so different from civilian life. But 
they should always remember that they were British soldiers 
and members of the Jewish faith. 

Speaking about anti-Semitism, Rabbi Rabinowitz said that 
widespread as was this loathsome disease, he had found it 
to be practically non-existent among the Forces. They took a 
man in the Army for what he was, and as long as he shouldered 
his share of the burden they did not care what his religion 
was. On the other hand, they must not forget that there were 
many men in the Army who had not come into personal con- 
tact with Jews in civil life, and whose impressions of Jews 
had been solely gathered from what they read or had _ heard 
from other people. Therefore, when they met a Jew they would 
make a comparison which would cither confirm or dispel 
their previous impressions of Jews. 

Thus every Jewish Serviceman was an ambassador of his faith, 
and if he kept that in mind he would be playing a noble 
part in the formation of that better world which they hoped 
to see after the war. 

At a reception after the service, Rabbi Rabinowitz paid a 
warm tribute to the hospitality which Scottish Jewry had shown 
m entertaming members of the Forces. Several speakers praised 
the work the Chaplain had donc. 


MORE WOMEN WORKERS NEEDED 


While there has been a good response to the appeal for 
women volunteers for the Emergency Communal Feeding 
Centres which are being established by the Glasgow Jewish 
Representative Council, their number will have to be consider- 
ably augmented if the scheme is to function with the efficiency 
and rapidity which would be essential in the event of an 
emergency arising. 

This fact was brought out at a meeting of the Ladies’ 
Emergency Committee held last week under the Chairmanship 
of Mr. S. M. Lipsey. Mrs. M. T. Mann and Mrs, Silver said 
that each member of the Committee should approach as many 
of their friends as possible to enlist their aid. Mr. Lipsey 
said he had communicated with the various local Congregations 
requesting help in getting volunteers. 

The meeting decided to enlarge“the scheme by establishing 
centres in outlying parts of thg city. 


HISTORY’S RECURRING GANGSTER 


* From Solomon to Caesar—a Cavalcade of Empires,” was ° 


the subject of an address given by Mr. J. M. Samuel at a recent 
meeting of the Glasgow Society of Jews and Christians held in 
the Garnethill Synagogue. The Cavalcade, said the speaker, 
showed that the process whereby invention and discovery were 
used for purposes of conquest and debasement of human values 
was in operation in. those far-off times just as at the present 
day. Throughout history, they saw the recurring situation in 
which the gangster succeeded in imposing a smash-and-grab 
ideology on. mankind. But such domination could only be 
temporary. They found that it was “ righteousness that exalteth 
a nation.” 

Dr Lamont, Lecturer in Philosophy at Glasgow University, 
presided, and the Rev. Dr. Cosgrove, Rabbi Ch. Zirkel, and 
Miss E. Holmes took part in the discussion.

ALDERMAN MARKS ANSWERS 
ANTI-SEMITES 


Hove Council Allegations 


An allegation that the wages of the Hove Council employees 
were low compared with those of Brighton and Portslade 
because “Jews run the town,” was refuted by Alderman 
Barnett Marks, J.P. at a meeting of the National Union of 
Public Employees, held on Sunday at the Co-operative Hall, 
Portland Road, Hove. 

The allegation had been made at a recent meeting of the 
Union, and Mr. A. G. Johnson, the Area Officer, wishing to 
prove that the trade union movement has always been strongly 
against anti-Semitism, invited Alderman Marks, who is the 
only Jewish member of the Hove Town Council, to address 
the members of Hove branch upon his attitude to trade 
unionism. 

Alderman Marks said that race meant nothing to him so 
long as the person conformed to the laws of the country. There 
were good Jews and bad Jews, and he could not understand 
why the Jew ‘was always picked out as the scapegoat. “ The 
Jew is thrifty,” he said, “ but he is also kind and considerate 
to his fellow-beings." He praised the work of the Union, 
and said it was a fine thing for Jew and Gentile to combine 
together to obtain what they consideted were their rights. 

Alderman Marks has been a member of Hove Town Council 
for 38 years and an Alderman for 30 years. He was Mayor 
from 1910 to 1913.

MAFEKING RECALLED 


The death of Lord Baden Powell reminds 
a correspondent of the late Chief Scout's 
connection with the famous siege of Mafek- 
ing in the Boer War and thus indirectly with 
Julius Weil and Co., general merchants, 
whose headquarters were in Mafeking. 
When the siege was about to begin, Julius 
Weil and Co., with great foresight, laid in 
huge stocks of provisions, enough to feed 
the garrison during the siege and thus help 
them to hold out in this key position, keep- 
ing the Boers immobilised there while 
England prepared to send fresh troops. 
There were four brothers in the Company, 
Myer, Ben, Julius, and Major Sam Weil, 
South African pioneers. Julius repre- 
sented Mafeking in the Cape Parliament, 
and he married the daughter of Lewis, of 
Messrs. Lewis and Marks. 


AN AMERICAN PATRIOT 


British listeners who recently heard, for 
the first time, a broadcast of the “ Ballad 
for the Americans,’ introduced to the 
American people not long ago by Paul 
Robeson, have been greatly appreciative of 
this lyrical “12-minute history of America.” 
It relates the story of America’s fight for 
freedom through the centuries, and, hails 
some of the early champions who took part 
in the struggle, “. . . Tom Paine, Benjamin 
Franklin, Chaim Solomon, Lafayette. | 
Chaim Solomon, a Jew of Polish origin, 
served actively in the eighteenth-century 
fight for American independence, and con- 
tributed hundreds of thousands of dollars 
towards the support of George Washington s 
army. In 1939, honour was publicly paid 
to his memory when a monument Was un- 
veiled in Chicago containing figures of the 
“Liberty and Freedom Trinity,” Washing- 
ton. Solomon, and Robert Morris. 


Mr. Cecil Roth, the Jewish historian, 
pointed out in a letter to the Datty Tete- 
GRAPH AND MORNING Post last week that 
the report that the Italian Marshal Graziani 
isc a Jew is unfounded. “The name 
Graziani.” he says, “ts im fact borne by 
many Italian Jews. but it is not character- 
istically Jewish, and the Marshals ante- 
cedents make it obvious that he is neither a 
Jew nor of Jewisa descent.” The almost 
similar name of “ Graziano,” according to 
the Jewisun ts the Itahan 
equivalent of “Johanan,” and was borne 

y Italian Jews, and this may partly account 
for the repetition of the error about the 
Marshal A Rabbi Abraham Graziano 
flourished in Modena in the 17th century, 
and an Augusto Graziani also lived in 
Modena during the latter half of the 19th 
century. He was a well-known economist, 
and held professorships at the Universities 
of Siena and Naples.

WHAT WE CALL “CLEVER” 

I cannot refrain from quoting some words 
of the great Zionist leader Jabotinsky, 
which I came across in an extract from his 
7 Story of the Jewish Legion,” which the 
N.Z.0.'s weekly, the STANDARD, 
recently reprinted.

WOMEN 


The old idea 
of home is not 
enough 


Training that 
is needed — 
and a plan 
for getting it 
done 


ODERN war enlists 

entire populations, 

and makes demands 
upon everybody, young 
and old, sparing none 
from its dangers and dis- 
comforts. The part played 
by women during the 
last war was then some- 
thing of a novelty carrying with it the 
excitement of unusualness. Women, who 
for some twenty-odd years before had been 
clamouring for admission into spheres 
hitherto deemed sacred to men, were 
admitted suddenly into professions, indus- 
tries, and businesses where they had never 
hitherto been allowed. They have stayed 
in a great many of the jobs and the cereers 
which opened to them then, and to which 
perhaps they would not have gained 
access even to-day had it not been for the 
tragic drain on the nation’s man-power in 
the years 1914 to 1918. 

Until’ the beginning of the present 
they were maintaining and 
developing their right to an ever-widening 
choice of life job, but not always without 
opposition. No serious demand has been 
made upon woman in the present Crisis, 
other than that made upon every citizen, 
until now. But there are clear indications that 
now the women of this country have just 
got to step into the labour world and take 
a swiftly increasing share in the nation’s 
effort behind the fighting forces. 

Those Most Urgently Needed 

The women most urgently needed will be 
those who have trained for specific jobs, 
and the training of women is perhaps one 
of the most insistent needs of the country 
just now. The untrained or semi-trained 
woman will find a job to do, it ts true. There 
are some occupations where the training 
necessary ts not more than can be acquired 
in a few weeks. This applies to such jobs, 
for imstance, as those of bus conductors, 
railway clerks, and wardens. On the other 
hand, there are the jobs with a constant 
demand, such as nursing, which require a 
very high degree of skill and long training 

How then are women meeting the new 
demands being made upon them”? Are thes 
seriously and energetically seeking to fit 
themselves for their part as the final 
supreme test approaches of our determina- 
tion to overthrow evil? Or are they 
clinging to “the habits of the slave, the 
sins of empiliness, gossip, and spite.” ? Are 
there still in existence women with time on 
their hands? Is there a friend or an 
acquaintance whose reaction to enforced 
exile from her home is expressed by a 
deadiiy boredom and idleness? If there are 
any such women, it is our dutv to round 
them up and pilot them forthwith into some 
form of active war service. 

Jewish women have less excuse than 
Others for remaining idle spectators. For 
in Palestine, the Jewish women evolved in 
the short space of about 20 years one of 
the finest patterns in the world of organised 
and efficiently directed training for all 
branches of work needed to establish what 
is commonly acknowledged as an_ ideal 
settlement. The women's organisation, the 
W.1.Z.0.. internationally renowned. 
Women in Eretz Yisrael, coming from con- 
ditions completely different from those of 


[Jewish women learners in Palestine. 


settlers in a semi-tropical land, have been 
taught rural crafts and the essentials of 
life in the new land, including such matters 
as the kind of dietary best suited to their 
new environment, the fullest utilisation of 
land, and the growing and care of garden 
crops. 

There ts need to-day in Great Britain, as 
there was in Palestine twenty years ago, 
when the W.1.Z.0. first began to operate, 
for just such a widespread system of 
organised training which must penetrate into 
the home itself. Jewish women = are 
essentially home-lovers. But the right to 
possess a home to-day has been challenged, 
together with so many other of those things 
we believed were our due. The home must 
become something more than just a con- 
venient meeting place for the family. It 
must, to justify its existence to-day, itself 
provide for a large proportion of its own 
needs, and adopt a miniature form of 
autarchy for the group centred in it. It 
must, too, learn from the example of the 
Palestinian settler releasing willingly 
from its midst every pair of hands that can 
be spared for outside work. Without 
victory for the cause of democracy there 
would be no human right, however sacred, 
that would not be trampled ruthlessly under 
foot, and even the relationship between 
parents and children would be subject to 
the dictates of the hideous Gestapo. 


Wizo Instructresses ? 

These facts could be brought home to 
Jewish women by such an organisation as 
that which has given so brilliant an 
account of itself Palestine. W.1.Z2.0. 
instructresses who taught the women how 
to modify and adapt their family’s diets in 
the altered climatic atmosphere of the Near 
East. could just as ably teach the Jewish 
women here how to adapt their consider- 
able culinary skill to war-time conditions. 

The training of nursery nurses and the 
maintenance of widespread system of 
infant welfare and maternity services is a 
Vast sphere in which Jewish women of 
Great Britain could co-operate usefully with 
the authorities and thus help to promote the 
maintenance of the public health under war 
conditions. Women workers are urgently 
wanted on the land, and here again the 
has a tradition already in the 
achievements of its established training 
schools at Nahalal and elsewhere which 
ould be turned to good use in this country. 
Jhus could be encouraged a kind: of 
Jewis 
work for the general war effort of which 
Great Britain is the pivot and continued 
interest in the Jewish National Home in 
Palestine. A_ recruiting campaign for 
National Service, in conditions and with the 
amenities and facilities for Jewish trainees 


that will ensure their putting forth the- 


maximum effort under the inspiration of a 
Jewish atmosphere—this is the broad out- 
line upon which the scheme should be built.

Digestive Biscuits 


Wholemeal flour, 6 ozs.; white flour, | oz.; 
fine oatmeal, 1 oz.; margarine, 3 Ozs.; sugar, 
2 teaspoonfuls; salt, 4 teaspoonful; soda 
bicarb., a cream of tartar, level 
teaspoonful; milk or milk and water to mix, 

Mix dry ingredients thoroughly, rub in 
margarine and mix to a stiff dough with 
milk or milk and water. Knead till the 
dough is pliable and free of cracks, then 
roll out quarter of an inch thick and cut 
into rounds, prick well and bake in a 
moderate oven till lightly browned; about 
15 minutes. 


Chocolate Wholemeal Biscuits 


Wholemeal flour, 2 ozs.; plain flour, 2 o7s.; 
cocoa, 1 oz.: sugar, lt piled teaspoonful; 
honey, 1 tablespoonful; margarine, 2 ozs.; 
soda bicarb., level teaspoonful. 

Mett margarine and honey. Mix dry 
ingredients, pour on melted margarine and 
honey and knead’ to a_ smooth pliable 
dough. Roll out thinly, cut into rounds, 
and prick well. Bake in a moderate oven 
for 15 minutes.

Flour, } tb.; baking powder, 2 piled tea- 
spoonfuls; margarine, 2 o7zs.; sugar, | oz.;

LIVERPOOL DOCTORS AND ANTI-SEMITISM 
Mr. Raperport in your issue of January 10 assumed that 
I indicted the Jewish Community of not paying their 
doctors’ bills. I did nothing of the kind. My criticism was 
that certain Jewrsh doctors with whom Merseyside social 
workers have to deal are causing unfavourable comment by 
reason of their debt-collecting methods. My plea is that, 
if anti-Semitism ts not to be worked into the very hearts of 
the people, those Jews with whom they come in contact 
must show a spirit of understanding, humanitarianism, and 


sympathy. If these qualities are often lacking amongst 
Gentiles the fact remains unnoticed, but if Jews are 
concerned, a_ fertile soil is quickly developed from 


which to propagate anti-Semitism. I very much regret 
having to express myself in generalities, | would much 
rather quote the cases I have in mind, but I am debarred 
from doing this Tor obvious reasons. I did not suggest 
in my letter that Jewish people were shirking their part 
in the Forces. What I do know is that no Jewish doctor 
or his wife ts connected with the Liverpool Personal Service 
Society, the Child Welfare Association, or the Birkenhead 
Centre of Social Service, and that these bodies between 
them cover the greater field of social service on Mersey- 
side. | am well aware that some Jewish women are 
“playing” their part by organising a few card parties or 
knitting parties in aid of the British Legion or Women’s 
Voluntary Services, But this, in my opinion, is insufficient. 
What is needed is participation in the field work of social 
service by numbers of Jewish women. This would help 
considerably to transcend racial barriers and to mould a 
new and friendher conception of humanity.-Miss Syivia

There have evervwhere been displayed a spirit of harmony 
and a never-flagging eagerness to co-operate in facing the 
many problems which have arisen through the reshuffle of 
the Jewish population. Billeting officers in various places 
have informed me that there seems to be a natural hostility 
towards newcomers, but if this is so, it still appears un- 
dignified on our part to regard our unfortunate coreligion- 
ists as alien intruders. I would like to ask your corres- 
pondent if any area has suffered through the arrival of 
evacuees. What would be his (or her) attitude if a sudden 
bombing attack rendered his reception area unsafe, and 
transformed it into an evacuation area? Would he not 
expect the new reception area to which he might have to 
retreat to adopt a more reasonable and sympathetic atti- 
tude than that which he now displays? Necessitous cases 
among evacuees are being assisted by the Welfare Com- 
mittees to which I have referred. These Commitiees have 
in turn constituted a regional body which is administering 
a fund towards which I obtained contributions from 
Londoners. The expenses of any funerals of the impecu- 
nious are defrayed from this fund. I know of no evacuee 
who asked to be married gratis. All evacuees pay the 
usual price for their kasher supplies and thereby contri- 
bute the usual indirect levies to the local Community. As 
far as the “great London religious body” expecting so much 
for little payment, the United Synagogue, which I have the 
honour to represent, is much more than a “London 
rcligious body.” It is a national institution whose religious, 
educational, and philanthropic work extends far beyond 
the confines of the capital city. If that is the case, then 
the obligation of the Provinces to prevent such an institu- 
tion declining must be more urgent than ever, and in fair- 
ness to the provincial Congregations, I must say this aspect 
of the situation has been clearly understood.. No doubt 
there have been a few cases of evacuees “taking advan- 
tage.” But one swallow does not make a summer.—THE

SPIRITUAL CARE OF EVACUEES 

It is gratifying indeed to note in your current issue that 
the Cesiral Evacuation Committee of the Board of 
Depusies has at last made the long-promised appointments 
fox the reception areas. The four appointments which 
were made consisted of two women and two laymen. The 
appeal recently launched by the Board contained a cry for 
financial help which is absolutely essential. It also bewailed 
the lack of suitable men for spiritual work amongst the 
evacuees due to the absence of many Ministers who are 
now serving as Chaplains. There are many Ministers who 
have lost their positions on account of their Synagogues 
either being destroyed or being situated in danger zones. | 
know of one or two such Ministers who have offered their 
services, but, so far, the Board has not utilised them. It 
is not so much the lack of personnel as the lack of 
efficiency and zeal on the part of the responsible Jewish 
authorities which lies at the root of the matter. The heart- 
rending cry of the Leicester Community, which was voiced 
in your issue of the 3rd inst., is clearly evident of this fact. 
If only the Board of Deputies could introduce or enforce 
a kind of “conscription scheme” whereby each Jewish 
Minister (not engaged in Army work) would be obliged 
to spend at least one day a week on spiritual work in a 
reception area, our problems, so far as spiritual work 
amongst evacuees is concerned,- would be partly—if not 
altogether—solved.—AN ENGLISH JEW. 


A VICAR CALLS FOR FAIR PLAY 


I should like to draw your readers’ attention to the 
following remarks by the Rev. A. C. Tranter, Vicar of 


Egham, which appeared in this month's issue of his Parish 
Magazine: 


_ Evacuation has brought into prominence the illogical and 
inconsistent attitude adopted by so many people towards 
the Jew. 

As Einstein reminds us, if a Jew in Germany in days gone 
by distinguished himself in any branch of learning, he was 
referred to as the great German scientist, philosopher, poet, 
dramatist, etc.; but if he did anything discreditable he was 
referred to as a Jew, and that was supposed to be adequate 
reason for his wickedness. 

Numbers of evacuees from great centres coming to the 
country and finding a complete absence of many of the 
amenities and amusements to which they have been accus- 
tomed become bored, disgruntled, and sometimes very un- 
gracious to the community that has, often at great hard- 
ship and cost, received them. In some cases these evacuees 
have been Jews. In the case of Gentiles this ungrateful- 
ness and rudeness is put down to personal bad manners and 
ingratitude; in the case of Jews it is too often attributed 
to their being Jews. This is as unjust as it is illogical. 
The Jew is not naturally ungrateful. His gratitude is at 
times touching, as cveryone who has intimate dealings with 
him knows. 

The above bears striking tribute not only to our people, 
but also to the true spirit of unbiased: friendship as por- 
trayed bythe Rev. Mr. Tranter.—Tue Rev. M. Biocn, §, 
Grange Road, Egham, Surrey.

THE JEWISH RELIGIOUS UNION 

There appeared in your issue of December 20 a letter 
by Professor Bentwich, which contained a statement about 
the Jewish Religious Union which its Council thinks it 
necessary to correct. He wrote: “ There is the seeking for 
a modernisation of Judaism and a closer linking with the 
Christian Church by the Jewish Religious Union.” It 1s 
true that the Jewish Religious Union seeks for a modern 
interpretation of Judaism, but it does not seek for “a 
closer linking with the Christian Church.” Far from it! 
It believes in co-operation between Jews and Christians for 
the development of the moral and religious forces in the 
life of the nation, but it most emphatically insists on main- 
taining fully the essential distinctiveness of the Jewish 
religion. It has been among the chief aims of the Union 
to win for an effective attachment to Judaism those Jews 
who have been indifferent to it. For the last 40 years the 
Union has stood for the revitalisation of Judaism in Anglo- 
Jewry. It aims not only to strengthen Jewish religious 
faith among its own affiliated congregations, but also to, 
combat apathy and materialism in all sections of the Jewish 
Community, and to make a spiritual contribution to the 
religious treasury of the world.——Mr. J. M. Durarc, (Hon.

HOW TO DEAL WITH ANTI-SEMITES

YOUTH CLUB IN AIR-RAID 
SHELTER 


East London Innovation 
NON-SECTARIAN MEMBERSHIP 


{From our Clubs Correspondent) 


There has recently been started in an East End air-raid 
shelter a youth club which has the distinction of being the 
first of its kind. 

Club leaders have, for some time, been concerned about 
the welfare of members whose contact with the various boys’ 
and girls’ clubs had been broken owing to the necessity of 
nightly visits to skelters. The formation of this new club 
within a large shelter will go a long way towards solving the 


probiem. 

It should be said at the outset that emphasis is placed on 

non-sectarian character of the organisation. Its aims are 

those of the recognised youth clubs in times of peace; but 
there are, in addition, some special aims, among them the safe- 
guarding of youth from deteriorating, as they have been doing 
through nightly idleness in the shelters; and the création of a 
better understanding among the various creeds. . | 

Non-sectarian though the venture is, credit for taking the 
initiative must go to a small band of young Jewish shelterers— 
a high percentage of Jews use the shelter, because it is situated 
adjacent to a Jewish district. The pioneers are Jewish boys 
and girls who had been members of clubs in peace-time. 
Lawrence, the Chairman, and C. Glatt. the Hon. Secretary, 
were members of the Stepney Jewish Lads’ Club, while E. 
Greenstein, the Treasurer, was a member of the Brady Boys’ 


ub. 

Understandably, they turned for advice to the Association 
for Jewish Youth and to their old clubs. These boys were 
trained clubmen who had held responsible positions in their 
own clubs, and I believe the whole of the youth in the shelter 
will profit because the founders were club-trained. 

Now these young people want to affiliate to some recognised 


youth body, but that is not easy. As they are a mixed— 
male and lemale—body the only organisation that can accept 
them is the AJ.Y.; but then the non-sectarian nature of the 
club presents a difficulty. The N.A.B.C. and the L.F.B.C. are 
for boys only. Here is a matter in which some of the old 
club leaders might help. But I would say, in passing, that 
the intention is to remain autonomous—the club to be run only 
by those between the ages of 14 and 20 years. 250 member- 
ship cards have already been issued, and a further 250 are 
under consideration. 


A Venture the Authorities Must Support 


Machinery already exists whereby the Board of Education 
can make a grant through the local higher educational 
authorities. 1 understand that an application will be made; 
and | am certain the AJ.Y., which has had considerable 
experience in this direction, will not be niggardly with advice, 
and, if need be, effort. 

Among the amenities visualised are a boxing ring (there is a 
great demand for this), concert props and stage, and a library. 
This will take a larger sum of money than can be provided 
out of the Id. a week “ subs * which members will pay. 
donation of £25 by Lord Nuffield has been much appreciated, 


and more donations will be welcome. But this must not be. 


left to private charity. Perhaps someone who realises the 
value in this club work will donate a much-needed typewriter 
and duplicator. Suitable space has been promised by the 
shelter officials. 

Youth, easily exuberant and keen, is abo easily made des- 
pondent if not given adequate support. The present leadership 
appears to be good. It must not pass into less certain hands, 
for the movement might casily become what it was never meant 
to be. At present it has no other purpose than to be of ‘service 
to its youthful confréres whose lives have been stunted by the 
present calamity. It appears to have no other axe to grind. 
Let the authorities see to it that lack of support does not 
provide it with one.

BERG’S NARROW VICTORY 
Jewish Principals in Boxing Revival 


The revival of boxing in London at the Cambridge 
Theatre.

FORTY YEARS OF POLISH 
HISTORY 


Madame Pilsudski Looks Back 


6h of Madame Pilsudski. Hurst and Blackett. 
s 6d.

This is s certainly one of the best books of its kind pub- 
lished during this war. Its 350 pages are the history of 
Poland for the last 40 years, the history of Poland's fight 
for freedom, of Poland's independence, and of the tragic 
loss of this independence. With all these ups and downs 
of her country the author was closely connected. For to 
Madame Pilsudski it was given not only to participate in 
a most intimate way in the fight of her people against 
the Tsar before 1914 but also to play a great rdle in the 
shaping of Poland's destiny after the fight was won. 

When still a young girl she joined the Polish Socialist 
Party, and side by side with her future husband, Joseph 
Pilsudski, carried on secretly the work of resistance and 
revolt against the Russian’tyranny. Later she became 
Pilsudski’s wife, and from his study watched and often 
participated in the shaping of the country which Pilsudski 
dominated till 1935. 

The story is told in simple, unassuming language but 
with great charm. At times it reads like a thriller, and 
it is difficult to put it down. These pages are full of 
brilliant descriptions of Polish towns and Polish scenery. 
That of Cracow is superb. Her characterisation of the 
various leading personalities in contemporary Polish history 
are always just and lively. 


The Fight for Freedom 


The author shows how the rdéle of the Polish Labour 
Party in the fight for freedom stands out like a beacon 
in the dark. No other party played such a great part. 

There is, however, one omission which one would not 
have expected. Madame Pilsudski brings out fully the 
part her Party played in Poland before she and her hus- 
band left it. But beyond mentioning the names of Men- 
delsohn and Perl she does not go. And yet Mendelsohn, 
as she admits in passing (page 99), was the founder, in 
1892, of the P.P.S. He was actually one of three founders. 
Perl, another Jew. also had a great share in shaping the 
politics of that Party for many years. And they were 
only two amongst large numbers of Polish Jews who acted 
and worked in that Party, fighting for Poland's freedom 
with a spirit and determination not less marked than that 
displayed by other imperishable Polish patriots. 

These memoirs are called “ greatest romance of this 
age.” The description is very apt. Madame Pilsudski's 
life was not only a great romance but rather a romance 
of greatness. And it is a romanct that is going on, for 
she is here’ amongst us, still working for a new, free 
Poland 


TALES ABOUT JEWS 


Candles in the Night. Edited by G. J. L. 


Publication Society of America. $2.50. 


The Chosen. By Epirn Symon. The Bédley Head, 8s. 6d.

In all anthologies there is always a resemblance to the 
curate’s egg, and “Candles in the Night,” a collection of 
Jewish tales by Gentile authors, is no exception to the 
rule. 

The root idea of showing through their work in fiction 
the sympathy felt for our people by the real «intellectuals 
among the non-Jews is a laudable one, and it succeeds 
when the story is simply a human one. But when it turns 
to the mawkish sentiment of the “ Nathan the Wise ” type, 
the object is at once defeated. Noticeably is this the 
case with “ Asareth” by the Swedjsh novelist, Per Hal- 
strom, and the two famous writers Chekov and Gorky do 
not rise to a very high plane in the stories selected. 

Against this, the “Unknown Soldier,” by Coningsby 
Dawson, is a little gem, and the wit of “The Jews 
Grave,” by Ricarda Hirsch, has a Mark Twain touch, 
which renders it worthy of inclusion in any anthology of 
humour. This book was worth publishing and is well worth 
reading. if for nothing more than the one American story 
“The Saluting Doll.” which, in its chill, restrained realism, 
gives the whole story of the Jew in a nutshell. Definitely 
a book for shelter nights. 

* The Chosen,” although it has received the ecstatic praise 
of a number of critics, was found very heavy going by this 
reviewer. Miss Simon undoubtedly has very great erudi- 
tion, and she has brought this to bear upon the story of 
Moses. which she endeavours ta tell from a new angle. show- 
ing how the legend of a hero krows. The whole point of 
the hook is difficult to grasp.\ The Bible tells all these 
stories so much better, and new kuthors should really look 
for other material before trying to improve the old. 


RECENT NOVELS 


THe Bright Pavitions, by Hugh Walpole (Macmillan, 
10s. 6d.), gives another episode in the Herries family-chronicles 
set in the Elizabethan Age. It vividly reconstructs a period that 
was--as the author describes it—** ferocious, cruel, superstitious, 
greedy, and courageous.” Religious bigotry and persecution 
play a grim part in this exciting tale. 

Bares in THE DarkLinc Woop, by H. G. Wells: (Secker and 
Warburg, 9s. 6d.), is described by the author as “a novel of 
ideas.” It introduces characters whose lengthy conversations 
and discussions expound the Wellsian programme for world 
reformation. The orthodox religious crggds come in for scathing 
criticism, 

A Laie Recovery by Sidney Fairway- (Stanley Paul, 8s. 6d.), 
is a Vigorous story with a medical background about a doctor 
who began as a bully and ended as a hero. 

Siren Sone, by A. P. Herpert (Methuen, 3s. 6d.), comments 
on current happenings in poems which always strike home with 
their satire and humour,

BYRON’S JEWISH FRIEND 


“Musical Historian to George IV.” 


Isaac Nathan, Friend of Byron. By O1ca Somecn 
Minerva Publishing 6s.

The “Hebrew Melodies” of Lord Byron, based on 
various episodes in Bible history, were written on a sug- 
gestion made to the poet by Isaac Nathan, who is the sub- 
ject of a biography written with considerable detail by 
Mrs. Phillips. To these “ Melodies” Nathan wrote the 
music and was given their copyright. The relations between 
Byron and the Jewish composer were most intimate, as is 
illustrated by the correspondence printed in the book on 
the occasion when Nathan sent a gift of motzas to the 


poet. 

Born in 1790, the son of a Polish Chazan of the Canter- 
bury Synagogue, Nathan was intended to follow his father's 
profession, and he was taught Hebrew by the well-known 
Rev. Solomon Lyon, of Cambridge. But it soon became 
evident that music was to be the ruling passion of his life, 
and he began to compose songs for the stage and the con- 
cert hall that won him wide renown. He was appointed 
musical historian to George IV. and singing master to 
Princess Charlotte. 

His career as a leader in the artistic world of London 
included a .duel in which he was wounded. ' Later, he 
became involved in some official financial transactions, by 
which he lost a considerable sum of money. “Owing to 
his being victimised by an injustice of H.M. Government,” 
as Mrs. Phillips describes the incident, in 1841, he decided 
to migrate to Australia. Here he founded musical 
societies and studied native music. He became known as 
“ Australia’s first composer,” and his services were utilised 
by. both Synagogue and Church, until he died in the year 
1864. 


THEANATOMY OF MARRIAGE 
OF “EVERYMAN” 


Homage to Hymen: An Anthology for the Affianced and 
Married. Edited by H. Yarre. Faber and Faber, 8s. 6d.

Of the making of anthologies there is no end. But here 
is One from a new angle, one that reads like a real life 
and love history owing to its compiler’s catholic taste and 
subtle arrangement of passages. It is a panorama of love 
from the cradle (of love) to the grave (of life). The passages, 
juxtaposed with great delicacy of taste, include both prose 
and verse, from Shakespeare to D. H. Lawrence, and avoid 
the hackneyed and the much anthologised. 

As this is not a comprehensive anthology but a person- 
ally circumscribed one, and as the field is so enormous 
(ninety per cent. of poems and novels and fifty per cent. 
of aphorisms come within its scope), it may seem superero- 
gatory and presumptuous to suggest Omissions. But could 
not room have been found for “ The Nut-Brown Maid,” 
Spenser's “ Prothalamion™ or “ Epithalamion,” Marvell's 
“To His Coy Mistress.” and something later than D. H. 
lawrence—say, Stella Benson's “If Love Be a Flower,” 
Ralph Hodgson’s Silver Wedding,” W. H. Davies's Love 
Lights His Fire.” or Edgell Rickword’s “Intimacy”? . 

Most anthologies are to be dipped into: this anthology is 
to be read through and then to be kept to be repeatedly 
dipped into. 


RELIGIOUS TOLERATIO!N. IN 
ENGLAND 


Dr. W. K. Jordan's monumental work, THe DevetorpmMenr 
OF RELIGIOUS TOLERATION IN ENGLAND, is completed with 
the publication of the fourth volume (George Allen and 
Unwin, Limited, 21s, net). This, like the previous one, 
deals with the period 1640-1660, concentrating on the 
attainment of the theory and the accommodation in thought 
and institutions. There is little here of specific Jewish 
interest, save for a reference to Harrington's bizarre sug- 
gestion to solve the Jewish problem by setting up a Jewish 
commonwealth in Ireland. Dr. Jordan's work as a whole, 
however, is henceforth indispensable for the study of the 
resettlement of the Jews in England and the change in 
wtiment which converted the exclusive regime of Charles | 
to the tolerant one of his son.

FORETELLING THE MESSIAH 
TED. I. By Rabbi J. Goutp. Narodiczky. 
Reviewed by Rabbi Dr. 1. Epstein. 


There are a number of subjects which are best left 
alone. One of these is the computation on the basis of 
Biblical texts of the time of the coming of the Messiah. 
Many such calculations have been made over and over again 
down all the ages, but the results have invariably been 
nil. Undeterred by unavailing efforts of others, the author 
set his hand to the task, and by means of combinations of 
letters and gematria he comes to the conclusion that the 
Messiah will come in the year 5702. To this we all can 
but answer Amen! Interspersed throughout the book are 
criticisms, not free from bias, of Anglo-Jewish religious 
institutions and leaders. It is a book which can scarcely 
be called either instructive or exhilarating, but which, pro- 
vided it is not taken seriously, can prove of sufficient 
interest to help to relieve the oppressive burden of “ shelter- 
life” and while away a tedious hour of a present-day 
train journey. 


HUMOUR OF THE “ GREENER” 


Cheerful Moments. By B. Kovner. Bloch Publishing 
Co., New York. $1. 


The author of this book of fifty short stories (translated 
from the Yiddish) writes in his preface: “a volume full 
of laughter. . . . I say this in behalf of my book because 
I do not want to rely on the critics to say it.” 1 have to 
confess that, for me, the volume falls short of the claim. 

I am sure that in the original Yiddish these sketches of 
American life fulfilled, for many people, the author's asser- 
tion. Reading them, the urge to translate back again, here 
a word, there a phrase, is irresistible; and, doing so, I find 
the broad humour becomes much more palatable. 

A dozen of the stories, even in cold English, had me 
chuckling pretty heartily, and a half-dozen or so had me 
laughing aloud. But the episode that moved me most was 
not a cheerful one at all. The scene is a hold-up in 
a Beth Hamedrash—-the intruder, pistol in hand, demands 
of the bearded beadle : “Are you the mug that runs this 
joint, well listen: my old man kicked the bucket, and to-day 
I got to say so Oh gee. ... 1 forgot.... 
something like radish or hadish. 

In these stories one meets a highly ‘assorted collection of 
European-born New Yorkers: wives, lodge-members, 
hospital patients, and holidaymakers; poets, pressers, and 
pediars; Galitzianers and gangsters; a furrier turned cantor, 
a Shochet tugned barber; strikers, schlemiels, and wet co

In these fascinating pages 
he reveals the breadth of his interests in the fields of 
science, literature, and philosophy. The famous American 
bacteriologist, gives an engrossing account of medical life 
and thought during the last sixty years. Condemning the 
folly of anti-Semitism, he pays fine tribute to the Jewish 
genius. He mentions his debt to his own Jewish teacher 
in Germany, and tells of his association with well-known 
Jewish figures who have contributed to scientific progress in 
the medical world Curing recent years,

The Hebrew University Press has published Part II of 

‘ Hebrew Printing in the East,’ by Abraham Yoaari. There are 
a. < chapters devoted to Hebrew printing in India and Iraq. 
The author describes the history of Hebrew printing in Ca 
cutta, Bombay, Poona, Cochin, Madras, and Baghdad, ond 
lists 625 works in Hebrew letters, most of which have hitherto 
not been recorded bibliographically. 

The work is based chiefly on the collections of the Jewish 
National and University Library, Jerusalem, and on the David 
Sassoon private collection in London. It is illustrated by cight 
plates, on which are reproduced in facsimile works of great 
rarity or of special artistic appeal 

The first part of this book, which dealt with Hebrew printing 
in Safed, Damascus, Aleppo, Cairo, Alexandria, and Aden, 
was published in 1936. Both parts have been issued as special 
supplements to the bibhographical quarterly published by the 
Jewish National and University Library, now in its 17th year. 


A Hisrory oF Yippisu LtreraTure been published in 
English by the Yiddish Scientific Institute in New York.

TRADES ADVISORY COUNCIL 


SETTLES A DISPUTE 
Safeguarding Jewry’s Good Name 


[From our Special Correspondent) 


The Trades Advisory Council of the Board of Deputies 
have been concerned in the settlement of another dispute 
in the clothing trade. The firm in question, which ts 
engaged on Government contracts, was involved in a 
dispute with its workers over an alleged breach of discipline. 

Attempts by the Wholesale Clothing Association to negotiate 
a settlement were unsuccessful and the issue, | am informed, 
was taken up by the Ministry of Labour with a view to the 
matter being referred to national arbitration. 

The issue had caused considerable discussion in the trade 
and important members of the industry invited the Council to 
intervene in the hope of eliminating a situation that was likely 
to involve considerable adverse publicity. The firm concerned, 
which felt strongly the justice of its case, was at first reluctant 
to accept the Council's intervention, but eventually, when the 
interests of the Community were stressed in discussion with 
Hon. Officers of the Council, the firm agreed to a formula 
which the Council had proposed for an amicable settlement. 

With the exception of two employees who, it was claimed, 
precipitated the dispute, all the workers were reinstated and 
there is now to be arbitration to effect a settlement between 
the two workers and the employers. The Honorary Officials 
of the Council have offered to act as arbitrators and it is to 
be hoped that this gesture will be accepted. 

The Council is appreciative of the attitude ultimately adopted 
by the principal of the firm, and the Jewish Community has 
reason to be grateful to two directors of a large clothing con- 
cern who devoted much time to effecting a settlement. 

The experience gained in this and other disputes points to the 
necessity of inviting the Council's assistance at the earliest 
possible moment when disputes arise. It is frequently found 
that where existing machinery has failed to bring about settle- 
ments and personal feelings have been exacerbated, greater diffi-- 
culty is encountered. The Board of Deputies provides arbitra- 
tion in difficult matters .affecting Jews which might otherwise 
reach the Courts and obtain unwanted publicity and heavy 
expenditure. But the Trades Advisory Council, if ang 
early on, can frequently successfully negotiate betwee he 


Parties. 
Organising in the Provinces 


Every Jewish trader would do well to register with the 
Council, which is now developing trade sections and creating 
representative Committees for every trade and industry in 
which Jews participate. 

This ts not restricted to the London area. Provincial repre- 
sentatives have also been appointed. The Council invites corre- 
spondence from all Jewish firms not already acquainted with 
its work, as an early development will be the formation of 
Area Councils covering Provincial centres. 


ADVISORY COUNCIL WILL HELP 
BOMBED TRADERS

‘In recent air raids on London and other centres considerable 
damage has been sustained by Jewish traders. In most cases. 
these traders are able to turn to their appropriate Traders 
Associations for advice on this and other war-time problems. 

The Trades Advisory Council of the Board of Deputies 
strongly encourages membership of appropriate trade associa- 
tions. But the Council's advice has been sought and has been 
forthcoming when requested by many small traders and 
manufacturers. 

The Information Department of the Council has recently been 
of assistance to a number of London shopkeepers, particularly 
in regard to the leasing of premises damaged by enemy action.

Investments and Securities — 


War-time conditions must be held responsible for an 
important change in procedure at annual meetings of the 
big banks this year. Bank Chairmen have temporarily 
departed from the practice of dealing at annual mectings 
with subjects of economic importance. 

All sections of the community must regret the change, 
and will look forward to the day when the old practice ts 
revived. 

War-time finance is reflected throughout the balance- 
sheets of the banks. There are record deposits due to large 
Government borrowing and expenditure for war purposes. 
Advances are reduced owing to Government control of 
various commodity markets and the fact that some 
industries are more or less out of business. 

Bank investments substantially increased last year. The 
increases reflect subscriptions towards Government loans 
for war purposes. 


MIDLAND BANK FIGURES 


Midland Bank, Limited, with its four affiliated companies, 
had deposits totalling £650,734,470 at the end of last year, 
against £567,894,005 in 1939. Advances, on the same basis, 
were £209,102,814, against £244,925,335 previously. 

Investments totalled £202,497,085, against £156,264,446. 
Treasury Deposit Receipts represent a new item at £72,000,000. 

Mr. Reginald McKenna, Chairman of the Midland Bank, in 
his statement to shareholders, repudiates any suggestion that 
the large deposits are “ costless credit.” 

He points out that the banks pay for all deposits placed 
with them, partly in interest and partly in service. Of the 
two forms of payment, the cost of service is ordinarily much 
the greater. The new investments were in 3 per cent. War Loan 
and National War Bonds. 


WESTMINSTER BANK 


Westminster Bank, Limited, including balances in account 
with subsidiary companies, had deposits at the end of 1949 
totalling £410,176,802, against £366,478,333 for 1939. 

Advances to customers were £134,523,127, against 
£141,450,804, while investments at the end of last year amounted 
to £109,781,053, as compared with £103,227,527 the previous 
ear. 

: Bills Discounted stood at £34,647,366, against £45,161,161, 
Advances against Treasury Deposit. eceipts _ totalled 
£50,000,000. 

Increases in Bank Deposits of recent magnitude and 
character are regarded by the Hon. R. E. Beckett, Chairman 
of the Westminster Bank, as unwelcome. He maintains, and 
rightly so, that direct lending to the State by the individual 
should be expanded rather than large increase in bank deposits 


should occur. 
AID FOR FARMERS 


In the case of the National Provincial Bank, deposits at 
£380.000.000 show an increase of £44,000,000 on the year. Bills 
Discounted, mainly Treasury Bills, show a_ reduction of 
£12,000,000 but there is a new item of Treasury Deposit 
Receipts for £31,000,000. 

Advances to customers show a reduction of nearly 
£20,000 for the year, but investments have been augmented by 
no less than £38,000,000.

ADDRESS TO THE SHAREHOLDERS OF THE BANK BY 
THE CHAIRMAN, THE RT. HON. LORD WARDINGTON. 


In order to shorten the formal business at the annual general 
meeting of the bank to be held on 31st January, 1941, the 
address of the Chairman (The Rt. Hon. Lord Wardington) ts 
being posted to shareholders with the annual report and 
balance-sheet, and reads as follows: 

You will notice some interesting figures in the balance-sheet 
how in your hands, which, together with the report, 1 shall 
ask you to take as read at our meeting on the 31st January. 

The first point to which I wish to draw your attention 1s 
the credit of £500,000 which we have placed to our published 
reserve fund. The latter will now appear at the figure of 
£10,000,000. This payment of £500,000 does not come trom 
our profits—it would have been very pleasant if they had 
been large enough to enable us to take some for this purpose— 
but it represents a transfer from our investments reserve fund 
and leaves a substantial amount in that account, which we 
feel justified in believing to be more than sufficient for any 
probable deficiency in the future, seeing that practically all 
our first and second line investments are dated stocks, more than 
half of them with less than ten years to run 

Our current, deposit, and othe: accounts again stand at a 
record figure and show an increase over last year of £57,000,000. 
Other banks have shown increases in lke degree, and this feature 
in all our balance-sheets is a sign of the times in which we 
live. It is the result of borrowing by the Government, which 
spends the proceeds in paying for war weapons and contracts 
connected with the war, and these payments come back to us 
from those who receive them and are deposited in their banking 
accounts. 

In other words, the whote of our real increase in deposits 
(allowance having been made tor the swollen volume of un- 
cleared cheques) has been lent to the Government. 


THE BANKS WAR EFFORT 


It is possible to go further than this and to say that practically 
the whole of the deposits held by the clearing banks is applied 
directly or indirectly toward the war effort of the nation. 
The final figures for the year are fot yet available, but the 
November figures show that of the total deposits of 
£2,701,000,000, £285,000,000 were kept in. cash and balances 
at the Bank of England to meet the currency rgquirements of 
the public. Stocks of currency have been increased and re- 
distributed by the banks through their network of branches, 
so as to ensure that there shall be no failure in the supply of 
currency to the public in any emergency, | 

It is the policy of the banks to ensure that no essential war 
activity of the nation shall be hindered by any financial diffi- 
culty, and that there shall be no interruption in the continued 
flow of armament work through any lack of finance. 

it is a tribute to the manner in which the banks conduct their 
business that they have been able to supply all the additional 
accommodation required for war work and at the same time 
to lend large additional sums to the Government without in 
any way impairing but rather strengthening their liquidity. 
They have of course only been able to do this through the 
additional credit created by the Government and by restricting 
advances for non-essential purposes. 

Bankers are not perfect and no doubt are guilty of sins 
both of omission and commission from time to time, but that 
they are sincerely. anxious to do their utmost to help the 


nation’s cause, particularly in this time of anxiety and stress, 


I think there can be no reasonable doubt. This feeling per- 
meates their ranks right through from the lowest to the highest. 
It is humiliating therefore to find a noisy few amongst the 
public, who, from their position in literature, politics, or 
finance, should be able to guide and instruct others, yet, never- 
theless, either from ignorance or prejudice, never let an oppor- 
tunity pass of trying to belittle the efforts of banks, to curtail 
their profits, or misrepresent the facts. I can think of nothing 
which would please Hitler more than the success of these 
gentlemen who appear to be trying to undermine the confidence 
which in this country is generally, and I believe rightly, given 
to the banks. A strong and prosperous banking system, at all 
times highly desirable, is more than doubly so in war-time. 


PROFIT AND LOSS ACCOUNT 


We now come to our Profit and Loss Account. The net 
profit brought in at the figure of £1,383,807 is somewhat lower 
than that of last year, but | think we can congratulate ourselves 
that it is not lower still. When you consider the unprecedented 
times in which we have been living during the last year with its 
many extraordinary expenses, its heavily increased taxation, the 
serious curtailment of our usually most profitable assets, and 
with many of our! normal activities in abeyance, I feel that the 
result is better than we might have expected, 


NATIONAL PROVINCIAL BANK LIMITED | 


Statement by the Chairman, Colin Frederick Campbell, Esq., 
relating to the accounts to be submitted to the 108th Annual 
General Meeting to be held at the Head Office, 15, Bishopsgate, 
London, &.C.2, on Thursday, January , 1941. 

I am taking the unusual course of sending my observations 
on the accounts with the Report and Balance-sheet as at ist 
December, 1940. 

At the annual meeting on the 30th January, 1941, only the 
necessary business will be transacted and no turther comments 
will be made by me as Chairman. , 

There have been notable changes in a number of items in 
the balance-sheet. At £380 millions deposits show an increase 
of £44 millions compared with a year ago and now stand at a 
record high level. Our experience in this respect is shared 
by the other great banks and the general expansion is due to the 
increased volume of Government borrowing and expenditure 
for war purposes 

As is well known, the portfolio of bills discounted, which 
shows a reduction of £12 millions, has for many years consisted 
largely of British Government Treasury Bills. 

new item in the balance-sheet is Treasury Deposit Receipts, 
of which we hold at present £31 million. The advantage of this 
method of borrowing by the Government is that it places a 
check on any undue increase in the floating debt through 
Treasury Bills. 

In view of the substantial increase of funds at our disposal, 
represented by deposits, we haye augmented the bank's invest- 
ments by no less than £38 million. Practically the whole ol 
the investments are British Government direct liabilities, and 
I can say again that a large proportion of our holding ts redeem- 
able within a few years 

The total of the above three items amounts to the very sub- 
stantial sum of £192 millions or 50.6 per cent. of our customers’ 
deposits, and is a complete answer to those who sometimes ask 
rather thoughtlessly what banks are doing to help towards 
financing. the war, In addition to this direct support of the 
national finances, our money at call and short notice which 
stands at over £19 millions ts nearly all lent to the market to 
assist in carrying British Government Treasury Bills, 


ADVANCES 


Our main earning asset, advances to customers, shows a 
reduction of nearly £20 million compared with the year-end 
1939, and now represents only 31.3 per cent of deposits as 
against 41.4 per cent. Banks generally have witnessed a 
diminution of advances during the year and in the case ol 
this bank nearly all classes of loans have contributed to thé 
decline. 

On the other hand, as a partial offset to these decreases we 
have lent substantial sums of. money to those engaged in the 
production of armaments and to other industrialists. whose 
businesses play an important part in our war effort Indeed 
we may say that during the past year our fresh advances have 
been almost entirely confined to purposes connected with the 
prosecution of the war. The needs of agriculture have figured 
rather prominently in the public press and in this matter special 
steps were taken by the banks so that no farmer who is in any 
way credit-worthy could say that his farming operations had 
been hindered through want of financial facilities on reasonable 
terms. 

These and other factors may be expected to persist throughout 
the period of the war, but after the war there is little doubt 
that we shall be called upon to play an important part in 
financing the change over of the vast industrial machine from 


war-time to peace conditions. 


PROFIT AND LOSS ACCOUNT 


The statement of profit and loss discloses a profit of 
£1.697,538 which is less by £21,445 than the profit we were 
able to earn in 1939, Having in mind the heavy expenses we 
have had to meet in many directions, notably those occasioned 
by the migration of our customers’ businesses and continued 
A.R.P. expenditure, I think it will be agreed that the result 
is a great deal better than might well have been expected. 
The dividend is at the rate of 15 per cent. being the same 
as for several years past. It will be noticed also that £100,000 
is transierred to premises account and £150,000 to pension fund. 


THE OUTLOOK 


As we look back on the course of events in our country during 
1940, we recognise that it was a year of grievous trials succes- 
sively endured, of mistakes rectified, and of unshaken faith in 
the final triumph of our cause. The progress of military 
events during 1941 lies beyond our present knowledge, but it 
would be prudent for us to assume that whatever successes 
our arms achieve, our qualities as a people may be more 
severely tested than ever before. 

Notable progress has undoubtedly been made in switching over 
the nation’s economy to production for war, but much remains 


to be done before we can be satisfied that we are putting forth 
our imaximum war effort. 
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his address to shareholders, deals particularly with the war 
effort of the banks. Bankers, he says, are not perfect, but are 
sincerely anxious to do their utmost to help the nation’s 
cause. 

The policy of the banks is to ensure that no essential war 
activity of the nation shall be hindered by any financial diffi- 
culty. War-time activities have called for extended credit to 
borrowers in many directions. 

Deposits at the end of last year stood at a record figure, 
with an increase of £57,000,000 over 1939. Lord Wardington 
mentions that this is a sign of-the times. 

Money at cali and short notice decreased by £8,000,000, and 
Bills by £29,000,000, while the Bank's investments in Govern- 
ment Securities increased by £27,000,000, with an additional 
£65,500,000 in Treasury Deposit Receipts. 


“BA.Ts” AND TAX 


Taxation naturally entered largely into the speech of Sir 
Hugo Cunliffe-Owen, the Chairman, at the annual meeting of 
British-American Tobacco Co. Nations at war are forced to 
raise taxes, not Only at home, but in many countries abroad. 
The Company has faced heavier burdens. 

That explains the lower dividend for the past year and the 
recent reduction in interim dividend from 10d. to 9d. per £1 
unit, tax free, for the current year. The Chairman, however, 
reiterated that it should not be inferred that this year's total 
would necessarily be less than for the year just ended. 

Sir Hugo emphasised the world-wide nature of the Com- 
pany's business, but expressed the hope that difficulties would 
be surmounted as successfully in the coming year as was the 
case in 1940. |

MICHAEL NAIRN & GREENWICH 
DISTRIBUTION OF FOURTEEN PER CENT. 


SOUND FINANCIAL ‘STRUCTURE 


The nineteenth annual general mecting of Michacl Nairn & 
Greenwich, Ltd., was held on January 17 in Kirkcaldy. 

Sir Michael Nairn, Bt. (Chairman of the Company), who 
presided, said that the net revenue received from. investments, 
etc., amounted to £186,773, which compared with £227,019 for 
the previous year, and showed a decrease of £40,245. As he 
had explained on previous occasions, their income from invest- 
ments in those Companies was received after deduction ol 
income tax, and the raising of the standard rate of 7s. charee- 
able during 1939 to the new high record of 8s. 6d. for 1940 
accounted largely for the reduction of the holding Company's 
revenue shown by the accounts. From the balance available 
for distribution the directors were in a position to recommend 
the payment of a final dividend of per cent. and a cash 
bonus of 14 per cent., less 1 v¢ tax, and that, with the 
interim dividend of 4 per cent., made a total distribution of 14 
per cent. for 1940, compared with 15 per cent. for the previous 
vear, and left a balance of £62,572 Ills. 2d. to be carried 
torward, which compared with £63,203 8s. 7d. brought in from 
1939, 

During past years the directors of their subsidiary Companies, 
while adopting a bold and progressive policy in their manu- 
facturing and selling departments, had followed a conservative 
policy with regard to finance which had enabled them to 
declare dividends giving shareholders inthe holding Company 

fair return for their investments, and to build up a sound 
finencial structure. An unknown future lay ahead and they 
could not tell what contingencies might arise. It was, in his 
view, a time when they should continue to husband the financial 
resources of a Company lke their own to the fullest possible 
cxtent, and that policy they would continue to follow. 

lL pon the whole, he thought that in these unprecedented times 
the shareholders might congratulate themselves on the result ol 
the year’s operations. There had been many difficulties with 
which they had had to contend in the year which had just 
closed, but they had not had the same anxiety over the supply 
of raw materials as they experienced during the last war, and 
cargoes of cork and other commodities from abroad had 
urrived regularly without the loss of a single ship. They had 
not, however, come unscathed through attacks from the air, and 
it was almost inevitable that with their widespread interests and 
distributing centres in various areas, they should suffer a 
measure of damage from enemy action. 

The explanations he had to give for a reduction in the sales of 
linoleum in the general market at home were very simple. The 
limitation of supplies regulations had made it incumbent upon 
them to curtail their sales in that type of trade to a maximum of 
SO per cent. of what they did during the corresponding period 
last year. For that reason and also for the purpose of helping 
the country generally, they appreciated at the present time that 
the export trade was of overriding importance. Unfortunately, 
quite a number of the countries in Europe with which they had 
important business connections were temporarily in the occupa- 
tion of the enemy. However, every eflort was being made to 
increase their trade in those markets which had been their main 
overseas markets and which were still available to them. The 
limitation of their sales at home had, of course, made a con- 
siderable amount of their manufacturing capacity available for 
other purposes, and their energies had been accordingly largely 
directed into channels other than linoleum. Some reorganisation 
was essential, but under expert technical management the plant 
and equipment of their subsidiary Companies had been so 
adapted as to enable them in a variety of directions to enter 
upon a scale of production of new and important work of 
national importance. Within the limits laid down by the 
Government nothing would be left undone to maintain and 
Strengthen the position they had so long held in the linoleum 


trade. 
THE OUTLOOK 


It would be futile to attempt to prophesy the effect the war 
was likely to have upon the fortunes of Company during 
the current trading period. They were engaged in a conflict 
of tremendous consequence, and repercussions were felt in every 
country in the world. He accordingly made no forecast as to 
the future, but the Board entered upon the new year in no 
spirit of despondency. : 

He would like to say how much the Board appreciated the 
work of the stafls of the various subsidiary Companies since 
the war began. The year under review had provided new 
Opportunities for unremitting service which had n willingly 
rendered in every department. and it gave him the greatest of 
pleasure to acknowledge that service. rt from the duties 
of everyday employment, the volunteer A.R.P. work which had 
been done was beyond praise. : 

The Chairman concluded by moving the adoption of the 
report and accounts. : 

Sir Robert Spencer-Nairn seconded the motion, which was 
carried unanimously. 


COMPANY MEETINGS 


POLIKOFF LIMITED 
Heavy Burden of Taxation 


The llth annual general meeting of Polikoff Ltd., adjourned 
from 31st December, 1940, was held on Wednesday, in London, 
Mr. Alfred Polikoff (Chairman and Managing Director), 
presiding. 

At the outset of the meeting, Mr. W. A. Lack (a Director), 
said he had been requested and authorised by the Board to state 
that the resolution granting additional remuneration to Mr. 
Alfred Polikoff had, at his own request, been withdrawn; also 
that the clause in the new agreement with Mr. Polikoff providing 
for the payment to him of 2 pei cent. commission on Govern- 
ment contracts had been deleted. 

The Chairman, after referring to the accounts, said: 

In my speech to you last year I explained the reason that 
owing to the rumour of war a loss of £35,000 was made. This 
year I have to deal with the profit which has been made but 
which through heavy taxation dwindles away to almost nothing 
The profit is £64,000, but is reduced to £10,800 by the deduction 
of the following items: Reserve for taxation, £27,600; A.R.P. 
shelters, £9,400; war insurance, £3,500; extra depreciation of 
machinery, £10,000; holiday pay, excess over last year, £2,700. 

© present scale of taxation together with other compulsory 
expenditure has fallen very heavily on the Company 


LARGELY INCREASED TURNOVER 


_ In the accounts full reserve has been made for all taxation 
including Excess Profits Tax, before arriving at the net profits, 
but the settlement of the Excess Profits Tax liability, will prob- 
ably take some considerable time. Owing to the largely 
increased turnover good profits have been made but the Com- 
pany s profit standard for Excess Profits Tax is low. However, 
1 am hopeful that the final settlement will result in a reduction 
in the amount for taxation reserved in the accounts and, so far 
as can be foreseen, it should be possible to carn for the current 
year a dividend of 8 per cent. on the Preference Share Capital 
of the Company. 

You will remember that in my last speech | mentioned to 
you that my experience of the last war would help this Com- 
pany very considerably. This statement has been justified for 
not only this Company but the Welsh Company also has 
benefited by it. Out of several types of garments I selected a 
certain type and obtained special machinery to manufacture it. 
and this enabled us to produce two suits instead of one suit of 
the other types of garments required by the Government. We 
have already received orders for the two factories of 1.500.000 
such suits, that is 3,000,000 single garments, besides 676,000 
other garments, such as greatcoats, hospital blue, and A.R.P 
suits, and at our price of the last order we received we were 
able to save the Government a considerable sum. 

Last year I informed you that our turnover for the six months 

of that financial year had increased by 44 per cent., and | 
forecasted for the following six months, that is from July, 1940, 
to December, 1940, that our turnover would be as much as the 
whole of the previous year. This has been fully borne out and 
that in spite of severe air raids during the months of Septem- 
ber, October, and November. 
_ Civilian business has naturally decreased, partly owing to the 
inability to obtain civilian materials. The Government's policy 
has been to increase export trade as much as possible. and as 
a result the materials released for home trade have been on a 
small scale. On account the air raids there has been a 
considerable evacuation of workpeople; nevertheless, I have 
managed to keep the trade going. 


AIR RAID PRECAUTIONS 


With regard to air raid precautions and shelters, we have a 


stafl fully mobilised to deal with any emergency. Our shelters 


are the best in the neighbourhood, and a large number of our 
workpeople sicep in them, also the local authorities have com- 
mandeered a section of them for night sheltering. Our system 
of roof spotters is eflicient and our workpeople only have to 
take shelter at the last possible moment. 

A considerable amount of property has been damaged in the 
neighbourhood of the factory, but up to the present your 
factory remains undamaged with the exception of some broken 


windows. 
WELSH COMPANY 


As regards the Welsh Company, the number of persons 
employed is now far in excess of the number anticipated by me 
when I spoke to you last year. As you are no doubt aware 
the export coal trade in the district has been severely dimimished 
since June of last year, so that the area would have been more 
distressed than ever Consequently, the establishment of the 
factory, with the assistance of the Nuffield Trust, has been a 
boon to the Valley which is rapidly regaining a state of pros- 
perity. 

The promising prospects of this Company have been fully 
borne out. The factory has worked to capacity and a consid- 
erable profit has been made, but the benefit to Polikoff 
Limited has undergone a complete change owing to the raising 
of the incidence of the Excess Profits Tax from 60 per cent 
to 100 per cent., and, so long as this obtains, the benefit to 
Polikoff Limited cannot but be meagre. As will be realised 
the war is entirely responsible. The only consolation is that the 
Company has been able to employ a large number of pcople 
in what was formerly a distressed area, and to manufacture 
garments needed by H.M Forces to such a satisfactory extent. 

The progress made by the Welsh Company has been so 
satisfactory that the. Directorate has voted to me a salary for 
the duration of the war. based on the profits made, with a 
maximum of £3,000 per annum, and in view of that decision. 
I have requested the Board of Polikoff Limited to withdraw the 
resolution printed on the notice convening the mecting. 


IRISH MEETING 


The Irish Company, whose financial year ended on December 


31, 1940, had a good year and I understand that it has earned 
an ordinary dividend as well as that on the 6 per cent. Prefer- 
ence Share Capital. 

It has been on the whole a difficult year. We have naturally 
made the best arrangements possible to safeguard our workers 
from the effects of enemy action and this has entailed a costly 
building programme. Further both management and workers 
have had to carry on through the most trying conditions and | 
should, like to take this opportunity of thanking all employces 
of the Company, from the highest to the lowest, for their loyal 
co-operation and determination to complete their work in spite 
of all hazards. ; 

oIn conclusion, ladies and gentlemen, it is a matter of satis- 
faction that through your Company's help you have been able 
to create employment in a distressed area. In addition, we 
are paying very substantial sums by way of taxation and are 
thereby making a considerable contribution towards the war 
effort, which is important above everything else. The preserva- 
tion of our civilisation and the freedom of our children and 
their descendants cannot be too high an ideal for which we 
should all be willing to make the greatest efforts. ,

Rupert E. Beckett, has issued a statement to sharcholders, 
giving, prior to the meeting, information and comments as to 
the year’s accounts of the Bank. This takes the place of the 
usual address made by the Chairman at the actual meeting, 
at which the proceedings this year will be confined to the sub- 
mission to sharcholders present of the customary resolutions 
and to any discussion arising thereon. The main points o 
the statement are as follows: 

The dominating factor of the banking year is to be found 
in the magnitude and acceleration of the nation’s extraordinary 
war-time expenditure, which is readily seen from the following 
figures. The payments out of the Rachoounr for the sixteen 
months of war to December 31, 1949, total no less than £4,011 
millions, which has been found as to £1,515 millions from taxa- 
tion and as to £2.496 millions from net borrowing. 

In the fifteen months (end August, 193%,.to end November, 
1940) the deposits of the Clearing Bank#*have increased by 
£437 millions, but owing to the chained methods of Clearing 
and the effects of postal delays, the effective increase is in 
the neighbourhood of £300/330 millions and at the rate of 
14 per cent. upon the pre-war deposits of the Clearing Banks. 

Increases in banking deposits of this magnitude and character 
are unwelcome: their proper home is in the form of subscrip- 
tions to the various Government loans by the persons who have 
the increased resources placed at their disposal by yirtue of 
Government disbursements. The relending by the Banks to the 
State of the increased war-time banking deposits entirely, or 
even mainly, in the form of long or medium ‘term issues has 
been recognised as undesirable< hence the creation of the 
Treasury Deposit Receipts. This new type of non-negotiable 
security provides at one and ~ same time a convenient and 
cheap means of borrowing for H.M. Government, a desirable 
addition to the liquidity resources of the Banks, and a method 
whereby the increased deposits of Banks may, upon their con- 
version into new issues of Government Loans, be transferred 
with the minimum of inconvenience. 

Our deposits at £410 millions show an increase of 12 per 
cent. on the years The combined items of Cash. Balances with 
the Bank of England and with other Banks, and Cheques in 
course of collection on other Banks, total nearly £64 millions. 
Out of the remaining £346 millions, our funds emploved almost 
directly on Government account include: Moncey at Call and 
Short Notice, Bills Discounted. Treasury Deposit Receipts. 
and Investments British Government Securities, which 
together total £220.4 millions and represent 63 per cent. of the 
£346 millions already referred to. Moreover, a large and increas- 
ing proportion of our advances to customers, and indeed new 
advances practically without exception, provide assistance for 
contractors engaged on Government account, for agriculture, or 
for other activities vital to the war effort. It ts thus evident 
to what great extent the resources of the Bank are employed 
for purposes of the nation. 

The net Profit for the past year amounts to £1,310.629, which 
is £165,115 less than last year’s figure. This result has been 
achieved in a year. of great vicissitudes, and can be regarded 
as satisfactory. Ht enables us to make the accustomed alloca- 
tions for dividend purposes, to transfer £300,000 to Officers’ 
Pension Fund and £100 000 to Bank Premises, as last year, and 
to increase the Carry Forward from £534,006 to £551,129 


BRITISH-AMERICAN TOBACCO COMPANY 
A WORLD-WIDE BUSINESS 


The thirty-eighth annual general meeting of the British. 
American Tobacco Co., Ltd., was held on Jan. 20 in London. 

Sir Hugo Cunliffe-Owen, Bt. (the Chairman), said that the 
net profit for the year, after deducting all charges and capenses 
and providing for taxation, was £4,865,441, a decrease of 
£300.012. Last year they had carried forward a balance ol 
£2,.274,131. To that must be added the profits tor the year less 
the dividend on the 5 per cent. preference stock of £225.000, 
on the 6 per cent. preference stock of £360,000, and the 4 
interim dividends paid for the year on the ordinary 
stock amounting to £3,957,335, leaving a disposable balance otf 
£2.597,237, out of which the Directors recommended the dis- 
tribution on the 7th February of a final dividend, free of 
United Kingdom income tax, on the tssued ordinary stock ot 
three pence per £1 of stock. amounting to £296,972, Icaving 
£2,.300.265 to be carried forward. 


HEAVILY INCREASED TAXATION 

The last accounts had covered only one month of the war 
and the accounts now before the stockholders were the first 
accounts for a full period under war conditions. He did not 
think stockholders would be surprised to see some reduction 
in the net profits, in view of the heavily increased taxation that 
had been imposed in the country during the year under review. 
Unfortunately, the company had been faced with increased 
taxation, not only in this country, but in most other countrics 
throughout the world. Countries at war had increased taxation 
to pay for the cost of the war. Other countries were spending 
huge sums on armaments, lest they should be involved in war, 
and those countries had increased taxation to pay for the cost 
of armaments. Other countries again, which had no immediate 
fear of war. had increased taxation as a means of raising 
revenue to offset loss of trade due to the war. In view of the 
foregoing, he felt stockholders would not think that the results 
for the past year were unsatisfactory. In recommending a tota] 
dividend distribution almost equivalent to the earfiings for 
the vear, the Directors had had in mind particularly the interests 
of the numerous small stockholders who were dependent to 
a large extent on dividends from their investments. 

What of the future? «He had told stockholders last year 
that he was not a prophet. and still less did he feel able this 
year to prophesy as to what might happen in the future. He 
could confidently say, however, that the company’s business 
was thoroughly sound financially and well equipped to meet 
any fair competition that might arise. A world-wide business 
such as theirs was always faced with uncertain exchanges and, 
to-day especially, the possibility—and he might even say the 
probability—of further increases in taxation in many countries. 
Allowing for that, however, he was hopeful that during the 
current year they would be able to meet and counter difficulties 
just as successfully as during the year under review. 

AN INTERIM DIVIDEND 

The Directors had declared for the year 1940-41 an interim 
dividend of ninepence per £1 of stock, free of United Kingdom 
income tax, also payable on the 7th February next, so that 
the ordinary stockholders would receive on that date Is. r 
£1 of stock. The Chancellor of the Exchequer has iss a 
warning that it might be necessary to make further ificreases 
in taxation in the near future, in addition to which they were 
faced with uncertain conditions throughout the world. 
Directors had, therefore, thought it advisable to declare the 
interim divi at a somewhat smaller rate, though it should 
not be inferred from that fact that the total dividend distri- 
bution for current financial year would necessarily be less 
than for the preceding year. 

The report was unanimously adopted.
